principal duty will be to inspect and 
report on the etliciency of the mili- 
tury forces. 

Vermanent Defence Committee. 


The report points out the necessity 
of greater perimanenco in the Defences 
Committce, in order to insure a con- 
tinuous policy, and it suggests the 
addition to the existing Defence 
Committee of a permanent secretary 
holding otfice for five years, tvo 
naval officers selected’ by the admir- 
alty, two military officers chosen by 
the Viceroy of India, and, if pos- 
sible, other colonial representatives 
holding office for two years.

RUPTURE 1S DELAYED 


Russia’s Latest Reply Is As Skill- 
‘ful and Astute As Ever. 





Uritain Threws the Welght of Mer In- 
Reence For Peace, and Tekio Advices

London, Feb. 1.—Russian diplom- 
acy has proved as skillful and as- 
tuto as ever, and has succeeded in 
Dlacing Japan in a dificult and cm- 
parrassing position, Although the re- 
ply made to Japan's best note in- 
cludes the draft of a treaty — sub- 
stantially conceding “Japan's de- 
inands as regain Corea, the — effect 
of it on Manchuria ix by no means 
su satisfactory. lt nominally con- 
eedes China's sovereigniy over tho 
northern province, but also contains 
an detailed statement of ~ Russia's 
cluims and interests so stated that 
a recognition of them would practic 
ally concedo to Russia « similar con- 
trol over Manchuria tu that which 
England now exercises over Egypt. 
Should this treaty bo ratified it, in 
fact, gives Corea to Japan and 
Manchuria to Lussia. 

Uritaln tor Peace. 


The question that new confronts 
Japanese statesmen is. Whether or 
not the position in such as to justify 
a declaration of war? Great Britain 
has thrown the weight of her influ-

‘When Trees Ge te Sleep. 

Trees and plants e their regular 
times for going to Sicep, as well as 
boys and girls. They need the same 
chance to rest from the work of 
growing and to repair and oil the 
machinery of life. Some plants do 
all they sleeping in the winter while 
the ground is frozen und tho limbs 
are baro of Ieaves. In tropical coun- 
tries, where the snow never falls, and 
it is always growing weather, the 
trees repose during the rainy scason 
or during the period of drought. 
They always choose the most unfavor- 
able working time for doing their 
sleep, Just as man chooses the night 
when he cannet see to work, 


Seed Sprouting Device. 

A simple germinating apparatus 
can bo made from two ordinary 
plates and a piece of flannel -cloth. 
.Fold the cloth and lay it on one 
plate, placing the seeds between folds 
of the cloth, which should be moist, 
but not dripping. Cover the whole 
with another plate inverted and 
stand In a warm place. If the test is 
made during cold weather, care inust 
be taken to stand the plates where 
the temperature will not fall much 
below 50 degrees F. at night, and 
will be about 65 or 70 dogrees dur- 
ing the daytime.

Geverner of the Cape. 

Sir Walter Hely-Hutchinsea, Gow 
ernor ef the Cape, was educated at 
Harrow and Cambridge, and called 
to the Der at the Inner Temple. He 
went out te Australia es private 
sccretary to Sir Hercules Robiasos 
(afterwards Lord WRosmcad), then 
Governor of New South Wales. One 
of his Gret duties was to accompany 
Sir Hercules to Fiji, whose ruler, the 
ex-<cannibel King ‘Thakombay, had 
decided to cede that Pacific group to 
Queen Victoria. Sir Hercules added 
the islands to the British dominions 
in her Majesty's name, but all the 
details and correspondence wore car- 
ried eut by his private secretary, 
After this Australian apprenticeship, 
Sir Walter was promoted to the 
West Indies, afterwards te Malta, 
and ten years ago to South Africa 
as Governor of Natal. That was a 
pest of difficulty and danger at the 
outset of the late war, and if the 
Boers had not stopped to beelege 
Ladysmith, there is no telling what 
might have happened to Natal and 
its Governor, ‘I'wo years ago, whee 
Lord Milner decided to concentrate 
his energics on the work of admin- 
istration and rcorganivation in the 
‘Transvanl and the Orange. River 
Colony, Sir Walter was promoted 
from Notal to the Cape. 

“ Aetaretio Eecentricities. 

Some of the seamen returned to 
New Zealand from tho Discovery, 
who have had cxperienced of both 
the Arctic and Antarctic, say that 
the cold in the Intter Is less severe, 
and the atmosphcre drier. A curious 
phenomenon they did not éxpect, and 
cannot explain, is the fact that the 
cold winds in the Antarctic wére 
usually north, while the comparative- 
ly warm winds were southerly. They 
saw icebergs of the most fantastic 
shapes, resembling houses, churches, 
and steamers, The sledge doge 
struck werk repoatedly, and the men 
had to do quite as much pulling as 
the animals, In the western sledge 
journcy an ice-slide was descended in 
one minute, ten seconds, It took 
three days to ascend the same alide 
on the return Journcy, the sicdges 
being hauled up by block and pulley. 





Farmers and New Ideas. 

Farmers are gencrally accused of 
belng slow to adopt new ideas. Thia 
ig not becouse of the fact that they 
till the soil and milk the cws, but 
because they live farther apart than 
other people and do not enjoy the 
social relations open to other class- 
es. New idcas do not mect with the 
advertising ‘which they do among 


Keeping more cows than can be fed 
profitably is one.of the most common 
errors in dairying, says a writer in the 
Practical Farmer. Very often the feed 
which goes to nine cows could be fed to 
six with better results. In fact, six will 
in many instances give as much as the 

| pine would, We have a neighbor who 
is a careful manager, but every sum- 
mer bis pastures get short, and his 
cows give little more than half what 
they sbould. During tho past summer 
be milked more cows than we did and 
would have necded to keep several 
more in order to get as much milk as 
we did, while no doubt his cows are 
fully as good as ours, I have noticed 
that when cows are well end regularly 
fed they do not go dry 80 long as other- 
wise. Scant feeding for a few wecks 
even isa great mistake, for it can be 
only partially made up when feed is 
flusi; Then many farmers pay no at- 
tention to a balanced ration, feeding 
most of that which they hare {n abun- 
dance, and hence results are not al- 
ways satisfactory. Clorer, either as 
pasture or hay, Is among the beat all 
around feeds; also nicely cured corn 
fodder and millet hay are good. For a 
gtaln ration corn and oats ground and 
mixed with wheat bran and o!} meal in 
proper proportions give excellent re- 
sults. Most farmers prefer to feed only 
what they ralse and have on hand. 

This is frequently a mistake. 

Feeding Separnter Milk. 

Somebody writes to American Cultl- 
rator to complain of the effect of sepa- 
rator milk en young calres, causing 
scours or indigestion. The trouble was 
not with the milk, but Its condition. 
Being heated at the creamery and re- 
maining warm for several hours, it 
quickly sours, and sour milk produces 
trouble sooner or later, besides which 
the calf will not drink enough of the 
bad tasting stuff to keep him growing 
at full speed. The milk should be fed 
as soon as it comes from the creamery 
and should be fed warm. Big feeds of 
coldainilk ruin a calfs digestion. If 
the milkMg put 1 cool place In a pall 
that i lean erery day, it will 
usually keep sweet till the second feed- 
ing. If only slightly acid, its taste can 
be restored by adding a teaspoonful of 
cooking soda to the gallon. Separator 
milk is as good as any milk with the 
cream taken out, but to fatten veal 
calves a little flour or some other 
starchy food must be added, and the 
milk must be warm and swect. Own- 
ers of separators have an advantage 
here, being able to feed the milk fresh 
from the machine. 

May Fer Cows. 

It is poor policy to scrimp the cows, 
losing more in milk than will be sared 
in hay. Fortunately in the year of 
high prices for bay it In possible to 
buy something a good deal cheaper 
than the top grades, which will make 
the best of cattle foed. Clover, alfalfa 
and clorer mixed are all three good 
values for the prices which they bring 
in wholesale markets. :One leading 
Massechusetts dairyman buys alfalfa 
bay in car load Jots. It comes well 
cured, bright, clean and fragrant, and 
he finds it far better for milk produc 
tion than the best timothy, but costing 
one-third less. Much 9f the clover hay 
1s poorly cured this year, but with care 
it may be fed to farm horses as well 
as cows with good results. It is sc 
ikely, however, to reach the horses in 
a dusty condition that It is safer te 
give It all to the cows. In general, the 
more clover in the hay bought the bet- 
ter value for cattle. 

When Cowe Lack Lime. 

When the cattle chew leather, wood 
or old bones, it indicates a lack of 
phosphate of Iime in their food, which 
fs required to supply bone material. 

A teaspoonful of bone meal given 
daily with their grain will correct the 
habit and supply the deficiency which 
induces it. If the disposition to eat 
bones is indulged iu when cows are in 
grasa, tho deficiency then evidently ex- 
ists Jn the soll, and the pasture will be 
grently benefited by a top dressing of 
bone dust. Two or three hundred 
pounds to the acre, sown broadcast, 
will repay attending expenses in a bet- 
ter yleld and in quality of twilk and 
butter.—Midland Farnier. 

’ The Cows Were Starving. 

The following incident recorded by 
the Ohlo Farmer may have Sts counter- 
part in some other herds: 

“Our veterinary cditor was recently 
called to see a herd near this city 
(Cteveland, O,) that was running down 
without any apparent cause, At last 
he requested to be shown the food that 
was given them. The secret was there. 
It was commercial feed stuff, com- 
fored largely of ground corncob, oat 
hulle, ete. The cows were starving. 
He ordered a change of food, and the 
cows at once began to pick ap and in- 
crease the milk flow.” 

Cement and Gravel Sile. 

It s quite practicable to build a silo 
from cement and grarcl. Indeed this 
style of construction is becoming quite 
popular in Canada, where the English 
practice of building once for all is more 
prevalent than on this side the Ine. 
Of course there will be some freezing, 
but this objection is not given much 
welght at the present time. It is not 
necessary to put such a roof on a sile 
as one would put on a barn or a house, 
but there should be roof enough to 
keep out the greater part of the snow 
{n winter, and In practice nearly every 
silo is provided with a substantial roof. 

When Alfalfa Falls. : 

The Oklahoma experiment station 
has been investigating the pasturing 
of alfalfa, and it finds that one of the 
chilef reasons of failure is due to pat 
turing it with cattle or borses,

The Christmas Colors aud Materials 
md How te Use Them. 
There fis nothing more delightful in 
houseke@ping than decorating the ta- 
ble, and giready the dainty housewlfe 
is ponderfpg the matter of appropriate 
floral display for the time honored fes- 
tival. The foundation of all artistic 
results les in the pure white damask, 
on which every bit of color will stand ~ 
forth ag only a perfect background can 

make it, 

Red is unquestionably the true color 
for Christmas decorations, if we would 
make them distinctive, aud this bright 
color gives always a suggestion of 
warmth and cheerinces. 

A most churming centerpiece is in 
the form of a star. Directly under the 
chandelier, bedecked with laurel and 
holly, place the table draped with white 
linen. In the middle put a tall and 
gtaceful crystal or silver candelabrum, 
trimmed with greenery and holly ber- 
ties, each of Sts Ughts shaded with 
gauze or fluffy paper slndes of a bright 
scarlet. At the base a large flat star 
radiates from the candclabrum in five 
points. A tin fori serves as a founda- 
tion. This is packed with damp moss 
and then filled with scurlet geraniums, 
offset with a fringe of feathery green. 
The little flowerets of the geranium 
must be divided from the parent stem 
and packed quite compactly. 

Placed about this centerplece are four 
small, flat dishes containing alternately 
little mounds of ruby jellies and can- 
died chestnuts piled cannon ball fash- 
fon. As far as is practicable the table 
service should be china ornamented 
with narrow red bands, supplemented 
by the usual cut glass and silver. The 
star may be filled also with holly ber- 
tien, with a deep border of laurel 
leaves, or another variation of this 
idea {s te form the star of heavily 
frosted evergreens, bordered with bolly 
berries. 

While Bolly and mistletoe for many 
decades held almost undisputed sway 
as Christmas decorations, their substi- 
tutes are now numerous. Lycopodium, 
familiarly known as ground (or run- 
ning) pine, has a light, feathery effect 
and is lovely for festooning and dra- 
pery, or it can be made Into flat wreaths 
and tied with smart bows of broad red 
ribbon. These wreaths may be placed 
at the four corners of the table of laid 
around the candelabrum placed in the 
center, 

At each place a bunch of holly, tled 
with narrow green ribbons, and the 
hame card are placed, These cards are 
easily made round, with a wreath of 
holly leaves on the edge, painted in 
green and outlined in silver, with sil 
ver lettering.—Boston Cooking School 
Magazine.

FOODS AND MILK. 


Experiments Made by Uritish Dalry 
: Farmers’ Association. 


The effects of different foods on!the 
quality of milk is one of the most im- 
* portant questions of interest to dalry- 
men. If we expect a rich flow of milk, 
common sense will teach us to feed 
that which will produce milk. The 





journal of the British Dairy Farmers’ { 
association gives the following review { 


|. of the results of experiments: 

That when a cow Is In full milk and 
full flesh she wHl give her normal qual- 
ity of milk for at least a limited time 
éven though the quality and quantity 
of food be very, defictent. 

That when in good condition a cow 
will take off her body whatever is de 
ficlent in food in order to give her nor- 
mal quality of milk. 

Tbat an extra supply of nutritious 
food at all times Increases the quality 
of milk, but the percentage of fat Is 
not in any way Improved by it, if any- 
thing the tendency being rather the 
other way, 

That au extra supply of nutritious 
food nimost Invariably very slightly in- 
creases the solids, not fat, of the milk, 

That a ration poor in food ingredl- 
ents has a very slight tendency to re- 
duce the solfds, not fat; iu the milk, but 
has little appreciable effect on the fat. 

That with a poor ration a cow in full 
welght will lose carcass weight, while 
on a rich diet she will gain weight. 

That, although the percentage of fat 
in a cow's milk may vary daily, we at 
present sccm unable to control these 
variations or to account for them. 


month or thereabouts all ordinary 
quantities and qualities of foods seem 
to hare no material effect on the qual- 
ity of the milk, 

‘That the only food which seems to 
have bad any material effect ou the 
percentage of butter in the milk is ab 
excess of brewers’ grains. 

That very succulent grass har bad 
only a very trifling effect ip alterlug 
the percentage of fat. 

That inost foods convey some flavor 
to the butter, but scarcely any of them 
will ulter its percentage in the milk, 

‘That some foods exercise a material 
effect in raising the melting point of 
butter. 

That the ot of all producers of 
milk, butter or cheese should be to 
feed what will give quantity In mod- 
crate amount and of a mixed nature, 
and the produce will be the best that 
the cow can give. 

That extra quality must be looked 
for by Improving the breeds and judi- 
clous selection rather than by any spe- 
cial foods or methods of feediug. 

That the variations ip the percentage 
vf fat in a cow's milk are caused by 
something, but what that something is 
we at present do not know, though If 
we did we might be able to influeice 
the quality. 





Cold storage and process butter have 
done more toward fixing the price of 
butter than we perhaps thought while 
confronted with the oleo fraud, says 
Creamery Journal.

“Buy no ‘preservatives’ to use in 
milk, In cream, in elder, in canned 
or conserved fruits or in anything 
else that is to be used for food,” 
very appropriatcly remarks the New 
York Farmer. “ ‘Preservatives’ pre- 
vent digestion at the same time they 
prevent the bacterial transformations 
that constitute sourlog or putrefaction. 
What ts ‘preservatived’ is polsoned so 
for a8 its food value Js concerned, Milk 
and cider and cream and bulter and 
cheese and meat and fruit that cannot 
‘spoll’ under exposure to the alr at the 
ordinary temperature cannot be digest- 
ed, and therefore al such ‘doctored’ 
things are utterly unfit for food.- No 
fartoer should invest in ‘preservatives’ 
of any kind. ‘The luws of most of the 
states aro ogainst the use of preserva: 
tives, and it je right that they ere 
Ober the laws.”

Shade For <vergreens Im Winter, 

A consideration of the effect of win- 
ter sunshine on trees and shrubs has 
led a Country Gentleman writer te re- 
mark bow much better evergreens get 
through a winter if sheltered from the 
son. He says: 1 bave seen gardeners 
erect board fences on the north side of 
rhododendron Beds to keep off the blus- 


tering winds. Thbisis all right, but it 
would be better te pu up on the 
southern side. Ia tre they would 


do more good there, Rhododendron 
leaves have the power of curling up in 
cold weather, lessening their surface 
of foliage, a wise provision of nature 
to prevent the loss of moisture. Bright 
sunlight causes them to unfold, which 
is against their well doing. I strongly 
advise the shading of shrubs and trees 
which have been Sujured 19 former win- 
ters or which are suspected of being 
tender. 

The evergreen magnolia, rhododen- 
drona, kalmias and cvergreens of @ 
coniferous character, even if usually 
hardy, will bave much brighter looking 
follago when winter Is over if they can 
be kept shaded, partially at least. When 
in beds, as many of these subjects of- 
ten are, it is not hard to shade them by 
placing evergreen boughs over them, 
and even single specimens on a lawn 
can often be benefited In the same way. 

Care ef House Piants. 

Colder weather means increased fire 
heat, the latter also mtaning am in- 
creased aridity or dryness of the atmos- 
phere, The latter condition will preb- 
ably induce a visit from insect pests 
on house plants unless precautions are 
taken to prevent thelr appearance. 
Green fly and red spider are most to 
be feared, especially the latter, as their 
appearance Js not as easily detected as 
that of the aphis, or green fy. Coplous 
sprinkling and syringing with cold wa- 
ter is the best preventive fer the at- 
tacks of the so called red spider. Salvi- 
nx, fuchsiar, rosea and carnations are 
first favorites with this little pest. 
When first attacked the Icaves of these 
plants present a whitish, dusty look- 
ing appearance, especially on the un- 
dersidc, and the leaves will soon 
commence dropping. Tobacco water is 
the best remedy for green fly, although 
tobacco leaf or stems or even a cigar 
thoroughly dried and rubbed into a 
fine powder and sprinkled on the plants 
infested with green fly will generally 
rid the plant of them. ‘The latter ap- 
plication is best made after the plants 
have been recently sprinkled or syring- 
ed, as the tobacco dust adheres better 
when the follage of the plant {s molst.

RATIONS FOR DAIRY Cows. 


Cotton Seed Men! and Cowpeas Sup- 
ply the Neceasnry Protein. 

Feeling tho dairy cow would be a 
comparatively casy matter were it not 
for the difficulty experienced in secur- 
ing a sufficient amount of protein to 
supply the heavy demands made on 
her system in the production of milk, 
says Professor A. M. Soule of the Ten 
nessce experiment station. Cheap and 
abundant fodder crops can be grown 
with comparative case to supply the 
more bulky part of her ration, but the 





" protein needed Is much harder to Ppro- 


vide in a desirable forma at a price 
Within tho reach of the avernge dairy- 
man. 

The abundance of cotton see meal 
in the south should offer a happy solu- 
tion of the dificulty, but there are 
many places where freight rates make 
cotton seed meal quite as expensive as 
in the states of the far northwest, and 
then it frequently happens that the 
dairyman does not see lis way clear to 
Pay out a large amount of money for 
cotton seed meal; for, as the old axiom 
puts it, “a penny saved is a penny 
mate.” So it Is to his Interest to dis- 
cover if possible a means by which he 
can produce the needed protein on bis 
farm and thus save the beavy drain on 
bis resources required by the purchaso 
of cotton seed meal or some other con- 
centrate rich In protein. ‘ 

Cotton sced meal has now been fed 
Jong cnough to establish its virtue as 
a feed for dairy cows, but it has also 
been shown that ft ts unwise to employ 
it exclusively for that purpose, as It is 
80 rich, not only in protein, but in fat 
and other coustituents as well, that it 
has a tendency to produce various de- 
Trangements of the cow's system, entail- 
fng serious losses that can easily be

According to the experiments recent- 
ly completed at the Tennessee station, 
the dairyman can employ cotton sced, 
meal and cowpea hay as grain feeds 
for his dairy cows and thus grow all 
the concentrates needed on his farm, a 
matter of the gravest Importance. 





Some time ago our station published 
a bulletin and gave many illustrations 
of mode! and otherwise dairy barns in 
our state, and in the number shown I 
did not see one that had windows 
enoush in it. The same thing occurs 
in the Qairyman's Siustrations of cow, 
barns. Why is {t?. The fellows who 
have covercd pails with cotton, ete, 
are amoug the number who seem to 
think daylight and sunshine are detri- 
incn{s to a cow's comfort while con- 
fined In the stable. My rule for win- 
dows in a cow barn is to praike, out 
your bill for twice as many minds 
a3 you think you need, and then wien 
your team has gone to town after them 
telephone your lumber dealer to double 
the bill at his end. | 

Now, there are windowws and win- 
dows, The Dalryman/showed what 
was called a model dairy barn, and the 
windows looked more like knot holes 
or woodpecker holes than windows, 
Get good, big double sash, 10 by 12 
lights, six Nghts to a rash, and bave 
them not more than eight fect apart 
along walls north, south, west und 
east. Then, put in skylights. It will 
pay big. Now you have windows. 
Make all doors double—that fs, to open 
bottom and top—and never shut top 
door unless low temperature or storms 
make it necessary.

Whitewash walls and ceiling and floor 
if they want to. More light will be the 
result.

Keep Out the Files, 

It pays to protect good cows from 
flies.

It is important 
to hang burlap curtains at the ends, 
and the cows soon Jearn to brush under 
them, and they show their appreciation 
of such attentions.

CHRISTMAS FEASTING. 


A Variation Vrom Traédition—The 
Mauickerbooker Chicken Pie. 

Housekeepers who are not bound by 
tradition are recommended to try 
braised turkey, which an old writer de- 
clares is the ne plus ultra of gastro- 
nomic art. Fill the turkey with the 
best forcemeat you can command. The 
most elegant is a chicken forcement 
mixed with sweetbreads and mush- 
rooms or trufMes, but an ordinary bread 
or celery or chestnut stuffing may be 
used.

Ballet Bex Stuffed Afier the Clese of 
the Pell—Pelice Magistrate Denison 
Orders Speedy Trial im Teronte Mual- 
elpal Seandal Cases—Ex-Centroller 
Burne Case Begen Bet Not Finlsh- 
od. 


Toronto, Feb. 2.—Six hours ‘of 
energetic investigation into the clec- 
tion scandal yesterday revealed suf- 
ficient crooked work to warrant 
Magistrate _ Denison holding Poll 
Clerk John Durance for trial, estab- 
lishing beyond question that tho bal- 
lot box in that division had been 
stuffed with twenty-five bogus votes 
after the poll closed and the sub- 
mission of all the evidence of the 
Crown connecting ex-Controller Wil- 
Jinm Burns with repeating. The cf- 
forts of Thotnpson’s counsel supple 
mented by a physician's certificate of 
illness prevented the accused return- 
ing officer going to trial, but similar 
tactics on behalf of Durance failed 
to delay the Police Court procecd- 
ings. 

Hrashed Away Technicalities, 

The swiftness with which Magis- 
trate Denison bryished all technicall- 
ties aside that~wero calculated . to 
delay action and held to tho ; one 
question of dispatch was a disturb- 
ing factor to the lawyer defending 
the elcction officials, though Messra, 
Slattery and Robinette for Mr. 
Burns announced their readiness to 
proceed instantly. ‘Mho vigorous dan- 
guage of the magistrate accompan* 
ied by the deliberate preparations for 
forcing a trial was cqually signif- 
cant to others accused and their 
friends present, and the seriousness 
of the whole affuir was forecasted in 
the calling of the Durance charge in 
the face of all opposition. ~ 

From 11 until 5 o’clock was con- 
sumed in the Durance case, and the 
disposition to push the entire inves 
tigation waa so strong as to induce 
the court to remain in session until

REV. DR. TALMAGE’S UNITY SERMON 
FROM CURIOUS TEXT. 








SERMON INSPIRING LESSON.

Message te Churches and Zeligioas Com- 
munitios That Have Neen Tern By 
Disseasion er Weakened Dy Piscerd— 
Spiriteal Victories For Christians Act- 
-ing As a Marmenious Unit—Gideon’s 
Unique Victory. 


Entered accerding te Act of Pariiament ef Can- 
ada, in the year 194, by William Hally,e¢ Te- 
rente, at the Dep't of Agricuiture, Viiawa 

Los Angles, Cal., Jan. 31.—To the 
churches and religious communities 


that have been torn by dissension or 


weakened by discord and defection 
this sermon conveys a powerful and 
inspiring lesson, showing how cven a 
small company of Christians, acting 
a8 a harmonious unit, may win great 
spiritual victories, The text is Judges 
vii, 6, “And the number of them 
that lapped, putting their hand to 
their mouth,» was three hundred 


+ mnen,"* 


No sinecurist is the army’s recruit- 
ing olticer, In most cases, whether 
in peace or war, the problem which 
must be solved by the war depart- 
ment is not ‘“‘How can we reject our 
volunteers?" but “‘How can we pet- 
suade or even compel men to cniist 
in the ranks? During America’s 
great civil war all healthy men in 
the south between the ages of eigh- 
teen ang sixty were forced to should- 
cr a mikket if unwilling to go as 
volunteers, while in the north, after 
the volunteers had ceased to respond 
to Lincoln's repeated calls for troops 
the “draft” officers went everywhere. 

The story of Gidean’s campaign is 
unique in history. Here was a gen- 


eral about to march against a pow ° 


erful invader, well armed and cquip- 
ped, who:n he must mect with a raw 
and undisciplined force, actually re- 
ducing by # capricious test the num- 
ber of his followers. Under God's 
command he dispensmt with nine- 
tenths of his men. When General 
Gidcon raised hia standard to repel 
the invasion of the Midianites ond 
Amalchites 382,000 volunteers an- 
swered the call to arms. But God 
said to Gideon, better quality than 
quantity. Better a few Joyal and de- 
¥oted men to repel the invasion than 
a great host made up of disgruntled 
amd fault finding, indifferent recruits, 
Gidcon, as directed by God, cut down 
the numbers of that Israclitish army. 
He cut them down 
down and down until there were left 


only three hundred mrn—only three | 


emall companies to follow their in- 
trepid Icader. But they won the 
victory. So it may “be in the great 
conflict between good and evil ia 
this world. Consecrated, loyal, earn 
est men are needed in the struggle for 
righteousness, 

‘The church should be a harmonious- 
ly organized army. ‘The loyalty with 
which one soldier holds to another in 
the-national army decides to a great 
extent the aggregate strength of that 
army. When going into battle it is 
just as important for a soldier to 
know that he is standing shoulder to 
shoulder with friends as to realize 
that he is standing face to face with 
attacking foes. Civil war veterans 
have told me that the affection which 
bound the men of cach company to- 
gether was like bands of unbreakable 
steel If a soldiee out foraging 
found fobd hidden oway in n batty oF 
if he found q deserted pile of Dlank- 
ets or an extra pile of dry wood to 
be cut into kindling, the first persons 
he thought of wer: those of his com- 


pany. ‘There the members shared 
each other's joys. They sympathized 
with cach other in their sorrows. 


So, my friends, the members of cach 
separate Christian church ought tg 
be Jinked together by gospel love. 
‘They should try to*thield each other 
and pray for each other and care for 
each lp cach other. They 
she before the world ex- 
pore ‘ raknesscs any 
more than a wi should be willing 
to publish before a cynical neighbor- 
hood the weaknesses and shorteotmn- 
ines of her husband, Church mem- 
Vers. in. other words, should “bo

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fault continually with tho other 
members it is far better for you to 
leave that church and Lae the 
world. and thereby ‘play gospel 
coward, as did the 22,000 men who 
deserted Gideon’s° standard at the 
frst opportunity the Hebrew com- 
mander gave them to skulk home. 

‘The church should be a harmon- 
“fously organized army. It is not 
only possible thereby to hurl a solid 
front against the Satanic foe, but 
also by preponderanco of numbers, 
concentrated in one move, to make, 
as the Bible says, a little one “‘be- 
come a thousand and a Sniall one a 
strong nation.”’ Concentration in 
military parlance means not only 
conquest, but generally the complete 
mystification and disorganization of 
an opposing foc. 

It was by the successful concentra- 
tion of forces against his enemics and 
by tho lightning rapidity of his 
movements that Napoleon Donaparte 
won his great victorics. During all 
the military carcer of the “Little 
Corsican’ nis armics were outnum- 
bered by those of his opponents, 
But ono day we find tho brilliant 
military genius attacking one wing of 
the Austrian army. The next day wo 
find him attacking another wing of 
the Austrian army. One day he is 
falling upon the defnseless Italian 
fields by boldly scaling tho Alps. 
Another day we sco hin concentrat- 
ing his artillery fires upon a scpar- 
ated part of the German = army. 
Napoleon with His forces would have 
been wiped off the face of the earth 
ten years before he met his fate at 
Waterloo had he attempted to battle 
his enemies in bulk. Me beat Aus- 
tria and Italy and Germany and 
Spain by defeating his foes by de- 
tail—piccemeal. He did it by the 
power of military concentration. Thia 
was the way Frederick the Great car- 
ried on his wars of many years, 
This was the way Washington and 
Nathanael Greene won their victor- 
ies, So, my friends, ax Gideon tnar- 
shaled his three hundred, the church 
soldiers should be a united band. 
‘They must be able.to hurl all their 
spiritual strength against the Sat- 
anic foe in one place and at one 
time. 

How can this great forward move- 
ment of a single church against sin 
be concentrated anid conserved?

In the other kind of church 
spiritual results were never assured. 
Why? The people, no matter how 
the pastor begged and pleaded, fail- 
cd to attend the mid-wook prayer 
tnecting. A church with a full prayer 
meeting means a spiritually eonquer+ 
ing chureh. A church with an cmpty 
prayer meeting means a spiritually 
dead church. 

The concerted forward movement of 
a church, in the neat place, must he 
manifested in the united volcea of its 
imembers lifted in songs of praise and 
in its gospel ,cnercy. Oh, yea, the 
very best voices trained by our rousi- 
cal colleges are never too good to 
be allowed to sing in tho church 
choir. But the church members have 
no more right, in this gospel mnove- 
ment, to let the choir do all the 
singing than the pew has to expect 
the pulpit to do all the praying. Me- 
thodist pews have sung as many ime 
mortal souls inte glory as Method- 
ist pulpits have won by preaching. 
“Let everything that breathes praise 
the Lord!’ In every service let the 
old fashioned hytens be given out 
and Iet all the peopl: sing. Yea, 
phout forth your gospel battle songs 
like the sound of many waters!

In an address before the annual 
meeting of the Kansas state board of 


{ agriculture Frank Hobart of Colum- 


bus, Kan., made the following state 
ment: * = 

“I need not go into detail over the 
grains that can be raised on a Kansas 
farm to be used a8 a balancer for coro, 
but I cannot let this opportunity pass 
without saying a word for grass. Grass 
is one of the best balancers of the corn 
ration, The farmer figures, maybe, on 
all the condiments and high «priced 
fecd advertised and forgets that the 
green carpets of Kansas, on which he 
looks and treads so often, are the best 
condiments known, and careful cx- 


‘periments have shown will sare him 


in feed 20 to 30 per cent. 

“The two men who hare made the 
most money out of hogs in Cherokee 
county bave grass in abundance. Why 
will we keep our cows knee deep in 
grass and our hogs knee deep In mud? 
In a drive of nearly fifty milcs Inst 
spring over a good portion of two of 
our southeastern counties I was aston- 
ished to sce but one farmer that had 
adequate pasture for his herd of bogs. 
Corn has been cultivated 200 years, and 
fts possibilities are just being discor- 
ered. Without it our Puritan forefa- 
thers would have perished, and we 
might have had no New England. 

“Now corn culture {s much discussed 
and corn breeding associations are in 
vogue. When wiil the grass growers 
form an association and lay before the 
world the possibilities of grass? Such 
a varicty of grasses as grow in Kan- 
sas! Such a world of feed going to 
waste! The day of grass needs to be 


hastened.” 
‘The Mog House. 


Many farmers do not have a suitable 
hog house because they think they can- 
not afford it. A good and serviceable 
one can be built that will not. cost 
much ond at the same time will give 


good satisfaction. The plan is as fol- 
j lows: 


Bulld It sixteen fcet wide. The 
length will depend upon the number of 
hogs kept or the number of sows to 
farrow on the farm. The building 
should run east and west and along the 
north side a passageway three and one 
half fect wide should run the whole 
length of the building, thus leaving all 
the pens on the south side, It should 
be so constructed that movable ,par- 
titions can be dropped into place every 
seven feet, making a breeding pen 7 by 
12 feet, which will be large enough for 
2 sow. 

There-should be a window {in each 
pen and below the window a door, 
which should open Into a Uttle lot or 
space into which the sow and pigs 
can run on’ sunny days. Wien not be 
ing used as breeding pens the partitions 
can be removed, and it will make a 
slecping house for the shotes or fat 
hogs. The troughs should be placed 
direcUy under the partition adjoining 
the passagewoy, and the partitions 
over them should be so constructed 
that they will swing from the top, #0 
that when putting the feed in the 
troughs the pigs can be shut off. Such 
a hog house is not expensive, and it will 
soon pay for itself in caring for and 
saving the plgs.—Successful Farming. 

Rataing Large Litters of Pigs. 

The accompanying MMustration sent 
to the Breeder's Gazette by N. W. 
Crockett of Missourl shows a white 
sow with twelve pigs. She bad thir- 
teen and ralsed twelve of them. Just 
after the pigs are born, says Mr. Crock- 
ett, I like to keep the sow as quiet as 
possible for the Orst twenty-four hours, 
J give her all the water she wants to 
drink, and the next day I give her a 
Uttle thin slop and a small feed of 
corn. I usually increase ber feed each 
day untll I have her on full feed. In 
about n week or ten days or as soon as 
the pigs are able to follow I give ber 
the run of the pasture. Phare a sepa-

rate pen where I teach the little fel- 
lows to drink slop and cat soaked corn, 
I generally Iet the pigs wean them- 
selves. My sows that farrow Jn March 
and April will bring pigs again the 
last of August and the first of Septem- 
ber. They are bred before they wean 
thelr pigs. As soon as the sows show 
bigns of drying up 1 remove them to 
another pasture, and the pigs do not 
iniss them, for they have learned to 
ent and do not depend on their moth- 
ers. 
Keep the Pie Gatning. 

The pig should never be permitted 
to spend a day without do average in- 
crease in welght, When a pig becomes 
settled in the babit of making daily, or, 
rather, constant, gains, be will not 
cease if well fed, whereas if the habit 
is interrupted by a period of short ra- 
tlons, under the impression that be will 
gain faster when well fed, the feeder 


will find that he was. mistaken and 
| that he will not fatten nearly so fast. 


as If he had been well fed all his life. 
Scalding Hogs. , 
Put the hog in a cask or. trough and 
throw three or four handfuls. of. air 
slaked Ime over it; then put in your 
boiling water, It will make the bristles 
fly.

“OATS FOR POU 


A Peultrymaid Who Belle 
; but He Always Soaks em, 

In many papers I sce the gtatement 
that oats are not St for poultry food, 
and in the Stockman of Oct. 2} Mrs. 8, 
W. Burlingame says tbat her ‘hens do 
not like them and will eat everything 
else they cau get before cating oats, 
Now, I believe this same condemned 
oats is one of the finest and best poul- 
try feeds we can use asx well'as the 
cheapest. I -bave been fecding them 
regularly for over twenty years and. 
would not do without them, but do not 
recommend feeding then dry, In the 
summer time 1 soak them twenty-four 
hours, and in cold weather I put them 
over the fire in the evening-4tong 
enough to boil and feed them warm 
next morning, I am now feeding them 
thas: In the worning I put three gal- 
lons of oats to soak, and by next morn- 
ing there will be about four gallons of 
them by swelling. I add to this nearly 
same amount of bran and shorts (equal: 
parts) and about two pounds of oilmeal 
and four pounds of ment meal mixed 
so as to be moistencd and crumlly, 
adding two tablespoonfuls of salt. 1 
am feeding this every morning, ani 
yet thy fowls, old and young, will se- 
lect out tbe soft oats first every time, 
Dut I do not use the chaffy light oats 
that we often find on the market, but 
buy the heaviest clean oats I can buy, 
and it would do you good to sce what 
bone and frame grow from this ration 
with wheat and corn for noon and 
evening feed. I believe it is conceded 
by all other breeders that oats in some 
form is the best possible feed to derel- 
op the colt, calf, lamb or pig, but these 
all bave grinders, so in feeding oats to 
pouliry to get best results they must 
be sonked or boiled, and if In addition 
to this a Hberal amount of good grit is 
furnished you will find oats an ideal 
feed as a bone and flesh former and 
also an excellent ezg producer. Try 
them as I have described and see if 
your fowls do. not soon learn to love 
them.—Joe Farmer in Stockman and 
Farmer.

Pesltry as Insect Destroyers. 

There is one advantage of keeping 
poultry on the farm that Is generally 
overlooked, and that is the vast num- 
ber of insects destroyed by it. 

If every insect destroyed by a hen in 
a day were counted and an estimate 
mad® of. the number of insects eaten 
bya k t ity-Ove hens, it would 
show t “dre more useful in that 
respect than may be supposeil, 

When busily at work scratching the 
hens secure many grubs and worms, 
while the larvz of Insects also assist 
in providing them with food. 

A flock of turkeys will search every 
nook and corner of a fleld for insects, 
and as a turkey can consume a large 
amount of food it will make away with 
| a vast number of them each day. 

i The active guinea Is ever on the 
search over the fields for Insects. It 
does not scratch, but every blade of 
grass is looked over, and Jt rarely 
comes up to the barnyurd to seek food. 
| Its Industry prompts it to secure its 
own food, and In so dolug hundreds of 
insects are destroyed. 

The ravenous duck, whose appetite 
sseems never satisfiicd, will attempt to 
seck enough In the ficlds, and it cap- 
‘tures not only insects, but the field 
mouse, and stnall reptiles will be caten 
if other fool is not plentiful. But it 
insects abound they will be content 
with cating them in preference to any- 
thing else.—Farm and Poultry Review.

RUSSIA FORCING A WAR 


Hayashi Says Situation Is “Cer- 
tainly Very Threatening.”

London, Feb. 4.—Baron Hayashi, 
Japanese Minister to Great Britain, 
describing the situation in the Fur 
East, said the situation was “cer- 
tainly very threntening,’’ but said 
that everything depended upon Rus- 
sia’s reply, which will be announex!

‘The principle of co-operation among 
frult growers, which has been strong- 
ly advocated during tho last two 
years by W. A. MacKinnon of the 
Fruit Division, Ottawa, received en- 
thusiastic endorsation at the recent 
annual meeting of the Ontario Frult 
Growers’ Association at Leamington. 
Tho address of the president, the re- 
Port of the and all the 
most interesting and instructive Pap- 
era dealt with the question of co- 
operation. 

A typical example of the practical 
working out of the co-operative plan 





Catawba Island, Ohio, who is one of 
the recognized loaders in the move- 
ment across the line. He is manager 
of a co-operative fruit growers’ 
union which does business in a very 
large way. The Catawba Association 
conlines its attention mostly to 
Peachgs, though pears and grapcs are 
also-handicd. Tho membership is 
thirty-four, controlling about one 
thousand peach trees. The growers 
all live within seven/and a half miles 
of the large central packing depot, 
where the grading is done under the 
manager's supervision. The growers 
do their own picking, and bring in 
from three to five thousand bushels 
of peaches daily. The fruit begins to 
arrive at the central depot by two 
o'clock p.m. and packing operations 
frequently continue all night. Each 
grower is duly credited with the 
amount of fruit ofeach grade which 
he contributes to the total amount, 
and ho is paid in accordance, ux 
*oon as sales aro made. Under the 
business-like system adopted it is 
Possible to make most of the sales 
direct from the warehouse. Freo use 
of the telegraph, telephone and mail 
service is made in collocting and dis- 
seminating information as to the 
quantity of each variety and grade 
available. In this way the fruit is 
disposed of practically.as soon as 
produced, There is no refrigerator 
service at the packing house, put re 
frigerator cars are supplicd by the 
railways, and the- fruit is put into 
thern a+ soon at possible. The cost 
of ta Ying on the business is about 
Reventeen ningieen cents per bush- 
el of peaches Sie@uding cost of pack- 
ages and transportation, as well as 
adniinistrative expenses of the as- 
sociation, 

Among the advantages of the plan 
Which have become apparent during 
the twelve yeors that the association 
has been in existence are: (1,) It 
ensures better prices for the fruit. 
(2.) It leaves the grower free to 
devote his undivided attention to 
the improvement of production, (3.) 
It enables buyers to purchase at a 
central point large quantitics of a 
uniform grade, ‘Thus they can select 
precisely the sort of fruit to suit 
various markets. (4.) It gives the 
Inembers a much stronger position in 
dealing with commission men, mer- 
chants and carrying companies than 
they could possibly have as indivi- 
dual ehippers. (5.) It provides for 
the proper distribution of fruit,- so 
that one market may not be glutted 
at the same time that. another is 
left bare of supplies. 

‘This Jatter point was emphasized 
by Mr. W. HH. Dawson, the Toronto 
Commission motchant, by a reference 
to the co-operative system of hand- 
ling the Texas tomato crop. ‘This is 
handled by one man station! at St. 
Louis, and the system is xo thorough 
that market demoralization is abse- 
lutely avoided. The grading is so 
Perfect than a man can order a car 
of! Texas tomatoes by grade and feel 
Pgfectly sure of getting Just what be 
orders, 

Something has already been dono 
along these lines in Ontario, and we 
are still far behind California, Ohiv, 
Michigan and other States. Onc of- 
the most progressive co-operative as- 
sociations in Canada has its head- 
quarters at Walkerton, in the cele- 
brated’ Huron apple district. Mr. A, 
I. Sherrington, the manager, re 
ported that last year the arsociation 
made its first trial in the co-oper- 
ative work by forwarding to Man- 
chester, Eng., two cars of Duchess 
apples, which arrived in good condi-« 
tion. In addition to these three cars 
of winter apples were. packed and 
sold. ‘This year the association had 
Prospered beyond all expectations, 
There are now about filty-five mem- 
bers, with an average of four acres 
of apples each, Fifteen cars of ap- 
ples have this year been shipped on 
the co-operative plan. Not only have 
the prices been better, but more 
fruit has been sold than would have 
been porsible under the old system, 
Even the carly varieties of apples 
were put upon the market in good 
condition, Just as soon as the 
Duchess, for instance, were ripe, all 
co-operators were notified to begin 
picking at the same time, In this 
Way a car would be started with the 
fruit’ within two days of the time 
the apples were taken from the trees. 
If we can, said Mr. Sherrington, by 
this system increase the general re- 
turns received from our fruit crop, 
the producer of poor fruit will | al- 
‘most certainly be led to improve the 
quality of the output, If he will not 
do this, ho“will have to get out of 
the association. 

In the course of the discussion, Mr, 
MacKinnon said that, in his opin- 
fon, no system of co-operation would 
be complete which did not start at 
the beginning, and introduce uniform 
methods jin the selection of varict- 
jes, in planting and top-grafting, in 
orchard management, including spray- 
ing, and even in the buying of sup- 
plies.

The followirg {3 an excellent text for 
tctermining when cream Is sutticientty 
pe for churning: Litmus Paper turus 
red when exposed to any substance 
that Is in the least degree acid and will 
show a blue color if the substance Is 
alkaline. It will cost but a trifle and 
can be obtained of any druggist. Sim- 
tly Immerse the end of a slip of litmus 
paper In a sample of the cream, and if 
on its withdrawal the co'or changes to 
a bright red then the cream fs sufli- 
ciently ripe for churning, but otherwise 
it Is not ready.—Dalry and Creamery. 
| - ‘Temperature For Cream, 

Cream should be ripened at a temper- 
ature of 70 to 8 degrees F., owing to 
the length of time in ripening and the 
amount of acidity when started. The

Salt Im Dotter. 

Notwithstanding that good authori- 

Nes In the dairy claim that salt in but- 

ter Is a preservative and while it is 
true that salt 1s to some extent an anti- 
septic, it has no appreciable effect as a 
preservative In the quantity in which 
it is used in butter. It serves principal. 
ly a8 Mavoring material. The amount 
of salt, therefore, to be used in salting 
butter depends upon the taste of thoce 
Who are to eat it. If that taste can be 
ascertained, as it can in the case of 
Private customers er as regards our- 
selves, the problem of salting can be 
vasily settled, About an ounce to a 
pound of butter is the quantity of salt 
usually added to butter that fe to gc 
into the general market. However, 
some butter {fs salted in double that 
quantity, but such butter is usually for 
n special trade. A vast deal.of butter 
that Is made on our farms Is injured 
bY poor salt. Nothing but the purest 
salt sbould be used in dalry products, 
nnd the purity of salt can be readily 
nacertained,

‘The engago- 
ment lasted for six hours and ended 
with tho storming of the main .camp 
ef the enemy, Situated on Kaiser 
Witholn Mountain. Four Germans 
were wounded. 

“Mftor this defeat the enemy with- 
drew to the Otjistangati Hills, The 
enomy dovastated all the farms and 
railroad stations in the Windhoek 
and Okahandja district, a portion of 
the Karibb and the barracks of the 
mountain battery at Johann Al- 
brecht's Heights, 

“The losses so far are known to be 
forty-four settlers, including women 
and. children, killed, and in most 
Cases tho bodies were mutilated. The 
military losses amount to twenty-six 
and there have been fifty other fata- 
litics.

Will Satisfy the Irish, 





Irish Leader Tells Liberals They Are 
Labericrg Under a Delusion If They 
Think An Alternative Scheme Kor 


Meme Kele Will Win Jvish Yotee— 


Must Have Appreciable Advance ox 
Meme Rule Read, 


London, Feb, 4.—'For the Irish 
Party there is no such thing as un 
alternative policy to Home Rule,” 
declared John Redmond, the leader 
of the Irish Parliamentary Party in 
the House of Commons yesterday ax 
he resumed the debate on the ad- 
dress in reply to the speech from the 
throne. Mr. Redmond proceeded in 
& Specch of great length to detail the 
various grievances of Irelund, in- 
cidentally informing the Liberals that 
it was a delusion to suppose they 
could count on Irith support by 
promising an alternative policy to 
Home Rule. Because the Irish ob- 
tained a valuable act last year re 
imedying some of the evils of past 
Government some persons seemed to 
think that the Irish question was 
shelved. but no concession could 
weaken the demand for  welf- 
Government. On the contrary, 
every concession’ they had ob 
tained er might obtain would be 
used for the furtherance of tho con- 
teat for Home Rule, The Irish would 
rather govern theinselves badly than 
“be governed well by another nation, 


land Acta Yallure. 


Referring to the land question, Mr. 
Redmond said the failure of last 
year’s act proved that this Parlia- 
mient had neither time nor capacity 
to legislate satisfactorily for Ire 
land. ‘The act must be amended 
forthwith, alike in the interests of 
the tenants and the landlords, It 
would he the duty of the Irish to 
oppose the Government unless the 
Jatter foreshadowcd some appreciable 
advance on the read to Home Rule. 


Will Clear Up Heoudbtfal Meints 


Mr. Wyndhain, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, in’ reply, announced the 
Government's intention to introduce 
an act to amend the Irish Land Act, 
and clearing all the doubtful points, 

With reference to) Mr. Redmond‘a 
demand for Home Rule. Mr. Wynd- 
hom said Mr. Redmond's object 
acemed' to be to prove that he was 
the real head of the third party in 
the House of Commons, and that it 
demanded a separate Parliament for 
Ireland. The Chief Seeretary denied 
that he ever had Proposed Irish leg- 
islation with the view of giving 
Home Rule to Ireland, or as a con- 
cession for the purpose of changing 
the views of the Nationalists. He al- 
so denicd that he had any under- 
standing with the Irish party for 
any purpose. He had been careful 
hot to delud* the Irish by rosy. 
ambiguous periods, but he would 
insist that Ireland derive a fair 
share of ‘the tinuncial resources of 
the Empire. 

Mr. Wyndham did not beliove the 
Irish question would be settled for 
at least Glty years. Even if Ircland 
had her own Parliament she could 
not, in the present state of the 
money market, find $750,000,000 for 
the purpose of carrying out the pro- 
visions of the Land Act.

BREEDERS. 


(Canadian horse breoders have again 
brought to the attention of tho Gor- 
ernment the ‘disadvantages under 
which home stock breeders labor, “as 
compared with thelr Unitcd States 
competitors. The deputation was as- 
sured by Messrs. Sftom and Fisher 
that ax at was a serious if not dan- 
gerous experiment to reVise the tar- 
iff, no definlte promise of relief 
could bo given by the Government. 

That there is need for a revolution 
im the Canadian ¢ariff so far’ as it 
applics to horses, is evident from the 
trado returns of 1903. From tho 
United States Canads purchased 29,- 
891 horses, valucd at $860,672, or ap- 
proximately $29 per head. On those 
the Canadian® Government collected 
$158,033 duty, or $528 per head. 

To the United States Canada solid 
1,907 horses, vaiued at $340,239, or 
$178 per bead. But the United States 
coliccts $30 duty on ¢very horse val. 
ved under $150 and 25 per cént. o: 
all worth $150. or over, or $37.50 bn 
a $160 animal. Taking tho best view 
of the caso, the 1,907 bigh-class Cana- 
dian horses were taxcd $57,120 by.

They vam to be naturally adapted 
to rapili spreading, and besides there 
sare Various natural and artificial 
peagentAcy which ald in their dissemi- 
natin. Not the Icast important 
among these agencies is the seed 
grain trade. Almost every farmer 
purchases yearly seed of grain or 
grasses and clovers with” little 
thought of introducing weed seeds in 
this way.” As q maticr of fact, how- 
ever, he seldom gets seed perfectly 
freo from weed muds of some kind. 
Occasionally these are not Particu- 
larly injurious, but not frequently 
they, are most undesirable, and, being 
introduced — unconsciously, gain a 
Strong foothold before their presence 
is sugpected. In this connection 
Some particulurs of’tho analysis of 


































































seeds from the Department of Agri- 
culture at Ottawa should be of in- 
terest as they show to what extent 
these conditions prevail.

We have beard persons say that 
fa cow i#’a cow, and it is of no use 
to pay these fancy prices for some- 
thing that folks say is a littlc extra. 
Some give a little more milk tham 
Others, but, then, may be they cat 
moive than the others." This is true 
ertugh, but we always. found that 
the cow that would cat the most and 
digest her food was the best cow, 
Says the American Cultivator. She 
either turned the food into milk or 
butter or beef,- and wien we hoew 
which she was best adapted to do 
wo knew the most profitable way to 
use her. And this soon convinced us 
of the folly and wastefulncss “of [cod- 
ing all the cows in‘a herd the same 
rations, and showed the necessity_of 
the feeding being done by oné who 
knew somothing of the necda of ench 
animal. -i ‘ 

Foddering the cattle at-the barn 
is not boy’s work, but one that needs 
all the experience and good judg- 
ment that the dairyman has, and 
more than we think somo of them 
have. But the difference in cows was 
well shown by tho records furnished 
to tho Iinois Experiment Station, 
as published in a late bullotin. ‘There 
were cight’ herds, numbering’ 144 
cowx, and the records were complcto 
for” year. While soine herds gave a 
Kood profit for the year's work, oth- 
erst gave but little, and one herd was 
kept at a loxs. In making these esti- 
mates, it was assumed that the calf 
paid for the cow's feed while dry, 
and the skim-milk paid for the lab- 
or, assuinption not exactly correct, 
but certainly more favorable to the 
cow that went dry three or four 
months in « year than to the cows 
that yuve milk eleven months, 

The cows that yielded the most 
product gave 4,949 pounds of milk 
and made 472 pounds of butter. The 
Poorest cow preduced 1,482 pounds 
of milk, 68 pounds of butter, and 
the average production for all the 
herds was 4,721 pounds of milk, 3.67 
per cent. of fat, 173 pounds of butter- 
fat, and 202 pourds of butter. Tho 
most profitable cow gave a net pro- 
fit of $57.22, ard the poorest cow 
was kept at a loss of $17.83. The 
average net profit was $9.96 per cow,

poor cows in other States as in Il 
linois. and probably as good ones, 
and the cow that will make 472 
pounds of butter in a year and give 
a profit of $57.22, and the one that 
gives but little over 700 quarts of 
milk and makes but 68 pounds of

Entertaining and Useful Winter 

Bveaing Work For Young Folks. 

An instructive and entertaining em- 
ployment for the young people during 
the winter evenings is the making of 
furniture out of old newspapers. The 
Household has told something about 
it, as follows: The materials required 







old newspapers, some sheets of tissue 
paper, also gloss paper, a bottle of mu-, 
cilage or paste, some bits of string or~ 
ribbon and a few shects of stout card- 
board. 

To construct a pretty table, smooth

vet, roll it tightly, beginning at one. 

When 
tightly rolled, as shown fn Fig. 2, paste 
the last corner down smoothly, making 
four of these “spills,” which form the 
legs of your table. Place them to 
‘ geaher and cut off the loose ends, mak- 

ing them of equal length. Now roll 

up smaller shects of paper-and insert 
them in each leg in order to strengthen 
them, Push them down as far as pos- 
sible at cach end and cut off the pro. 
truding parts.-, By this means the legs 

may be almost as hard as wood, and a

"| paste them neatly around the legs, as 


} shown in Pig. 3, having previously

Use ef Lime 

Lime is not used as much as form- 
erly, and yet it is one of the most 
essential substances entering into the 
composition of plants, It is not 
only plant food, but it exerts a 
chemical effect on the soil which 
brings into use other materials which 
are beyond the capacity of plants to 
reduce. When green food is turned 
under, lime will be found 4 valuable 
adjunct, as it neutralizes the ucids 
in the soils and co:nbines with them. { 
Te is a heavy substance and has a 
tendency to go down; hence if broad- 
casted on the surface of a field it 
will sooner,or Jater be within tho 
reach of plants, Stone lime that has 
been air Slacked until it is fino is 
better than any other form, and that 
from the gas works (:mostly sulphites 
and sulphides) should not, be used if 
tie ordinary stone lime can be pro- 
cured. Every farm should be limed 
occasionally, as the bencfit is sure 
to be much more than the cost, and

JAPAN WILL SEIZE COREA. 





A Clash of Arms Will Likely Freeede a 
Declaration of War—RKusslam Treeps 
Mave Already Cressed the Corean Fron- 
tler—Declaration of War Expected at 
Tokio—Russian Interests im Japan 
Pineed im Hands of Austrian Minister. 


St. Petersburg, Feb, 8.—It is off- 
cially announced that Count Lams- 
dorfl, the Russian Forcign Minister, 
has informed the Russian  represen- 
tatives abroad that Japan has de- 
cided to break off negotiations with 
Russia and to withdraw her Minis- 
ter and the entire Legation staff 
from St. Petersburg. and that upon 
the receipt of a note to this effect 
from the Japanese Minister, Russia 
had ordered Baron de Rosen and the 
Legation to leave ‘Tokio. ‘This is 
only a step towards war. The indi- 
cations are there will be no formal 
declaration of war, A clash of arms 
will precede a declaration. ‘To-day 
Japan will unquestionably — seize 
Corea. 

London, Feb. 8.—Cabling from 
Tokio, the correspondent of The 
Daily Telegraph, gives a report that 
Russian troops have already crossed 
the Corean frontier and that an ofti- 
cial declaration of war is expected 
to-+Iny. He adds that Russian  in- 
terests in Japan have been placed 
in the bands of the Austrian Minis- 
ter. 

Has Thrown the Dice. 


London, Feb. 8.—(C. A. P.)—The 
Standard, referring to the Far East- 
crn situation, suys: ‘The god of 
battle has flung « dice; destiny is 
in his hands at last, and with the 
stern echo of that terrible cast the 
Ienee of the world is in his hands.’

The subject of good roads is one 
in which every inhabitant of the 
country is personally interested, 
writes a road enginecr in Good Roads 
‘Magazine. Unless he produces on his 
\farm every article he uses, unless he 
receivea no mail, pays na taxes and 
never ventures beyond the bounds of 
his own property, he is affected 
in’ the spot tenderest to us all—his 
pocketbook—by the condition of* the 
country roads. He pays more taxes 
to kecp up bad roads than he would 
to maintain good roads. If he re 
ceives mail it costs the Government— 
and this means the peoplemore to 
carry it over bad roads than good 
roads. If he travels beyor his own

property it takes more of his time, 
Which js money, and snore out of his 
team over bad roads than good ones, 

It costs him more on account of 
bad Poads to market produce, This 
eatra cost must be added to the cost 
of production, and the inan who buys 
the article anust pay the difference. 
It costs just as much to grow a 
bushel of wheat or corn near ua Kood 
road as beside a bad one, but if on 
the bad road the producer an only 
haul two-thirds of the load with the 
situe teu that he can on the geod 
one his cost of marketing his wheat 
ey corn is 50 per cent. more than it 
otherwise would be, und the man who 
buys the wheat or corm must pay 
that much more, And wheat or 
corn, oats ofr cotton, beef or wool, 
the same thing applies.

A beef ring is a union of farmers 
for the purpose of supplying them- 
selves with fresh meat cach week Tat 
a low cost. ‘The ring usually has 
sixteen mémbers, who supply the ani- 
mals in regular, order, one each week, 
A‘ wocting is held in winter, when an 
organization is effected, th order of 
furnishing the aniinals decided by 
Tot and a butcher and secreturs ap- 
pointed. The butcher (who ned not 
be a professional) usually receive $2 
yer head for his serviecs. Each inem- 
-be® in urn brings in his animal, a 
young and fat one dressing from 400 
to 450 pounds twenty-four hours be- 
fore it is ta be killed. 

The butcher provides a 
place for Killing, furnished with a 
hook for each member. He kills the 
animal in the evening and cuts it up 
in the morning, weighs cach share, 
hangs it upon its respective hook be- 
fore G a.m. and gives hide, head, 
heart and fat to the owner of the 
animal, He keeps an accurate ac- 
count of the weight of cach animal 
and of the quantity that each mem- 
her receives per weck. Members como 
for thoir shares the morning after it 
is killed, and each receives g boiling 
piece, 42 roast and « picce of steak 
each-reek and receives the different 
cuts in rotation—that is, No. 1 cut 
gocs to N, Ll man the first week, to 
No, 2 man the second week, to No. 
3 man the third week, etc. 

The secretary acts as valuator in 
case an animal is thought by the 
butcher to be below standard quali- 
ty. . At the close of the season, he 
takes from the butcher's account the 
quantity received by each meanber 
and presents statements of this and 
of the weight of the animal furnished 
and, the price per pound of all. If 
A's animal weighed 100 pounds and 
he during the season reecived 425 
pounds, he must pay for the twenty- 
live pounds received at the rate of 
fi cents per pound if all the beef has 
been up to the standard. If B fur- 
nished an animal that is decided to 
be worth only 3 cents per pound and 
all the others are up to the stand. 
ard. he is charged G cents for all 
invat received, except the cuts he re- 
teixed of his own anitnal, which will

from the cow the skim milk has a sort 
of sentimental value to the farmer that 
it loses when cooled, carted to the 
creamery, mixed with a bundred other 
jots and returned cold or sour or both. 
The feellng which the farmer enter- 
tains for the different products is such 
*that he takes, as a rule, lttle interest 
in the last, but is careful bow he feeds 
the first, and studies.to make the most 
of it. When he begins to do that he 
soon becomes a more successful feeder 
and breeder, , 

One of the most available and profita- 
ble uses for skimmed milk is found in 
“fecding pigs. Here, however, as in 
many other lines of farming, we find 
2% large measure of possible profit sac- 
rificed to carelessness or ignorance. 
Skimmed milk alone Is not an econom- 
ical food for swine, Fed in combina- 
ton with grain and pasture it Is one 
of the most profitable pork producers 
known. In the combination the milk 
solids scem to have an influence on 
the growth and devclopment of the 
pig far beyond that of the same amount 
of digestible nutriment in any other 
form, 

The experience of many careful feed- 
era leads to a conclusion that is con- 
trary to the general belicf—that is, 
when ilk and grain are fed separate- 
ly the grain Is better digested, and it 
takes relatively? less grain per pound 
of gain than when the milk and grain 
ate mixed and fedas slop. Onc of the 
mort successful fecdcers I have known 
feeds nixed ground grains in sballow 
boxes dry, the milk being fed in V 
shaped troughs, which are wasbed 
clean every day, 

In an experiment with pigs averag- 
ing thirty pounds at the beginning one 
lot was fed mixed grain without milk, 
one lot two pounds of wilk to each 
pound of grain and another fot four 
pounds of milk to one pound of grain. 
They were weighed each week, show- 
ing an equivalent of grain for skim 
milk when fed two to one as follows: 
One hundred pounds of milk produced 
ihe saine as thirty-one pounds of grain, 
but when fed four to one the hundred 
pounds of milk only equaled twenty- 
Jour pounds of grain. After these pigs 
passed the bundred pound mark the 
best results were secured with only 
one and a half pounds of milk to one 
pound of grain. 

As a supplement to grain aud milk 
geod pasture may be equivalent to one- 
half the ration, but on pastum alone 
the grain Is tow slow to be profitable, 
Under the combination system, with 
well bred pigs on good pasture, one and 
one-half tons of mixed grain with three 
tons of skiro milk shonld produce one 
ton of pork. 

Alfalfa makes the best bog pastures 
red clover next. A imixed annual pas 
ture of barley, oatx und sorghum i¢ 
good, Rye und winter wheat are both 
successfully used. In Oregon I found 
some hogs doing exceedingly well on 
vetch for summer pasture. At the Wis- 
consin experiment station one acre of 
rape showed a feeding value for xwine 
equal to 2,767 poynds of corn—C, La 
Smith in Chicago Tribune, 


THE HORSE BREEDER 





« It Js a well known fact that horses 
and colts that run out in the wintet 
thrive provided they are furnished with 
comfortable shelter nights and have a 
feed of good hay and a fair ration of 
grain, says Texas Farmer. They aro 
animals provided by nature with a 
heavy coat ond are well adapted to 
withstand the rigors of winter. They 
wil} thrive better under a common 
wense regime than by pettlog and pain- 
pering. A successful eastern breeder 
say The sheller should not be drafty, 
of course, but it should not be so near- 
Jy alr tight that it will not ventilate 
itself on cold nights. The foul air in 
the close und warin stable is far moré 
injurfous to the colts und horses than 
¢lean, pare air or almost uny low teth- 
perature can possibly be, Blanket 
is oftener overdone than underdone. 
The horse standing In a blanket on a 
cold night may be seriously affected 
when the blanket fs thrown off in the 
morning. If he stands blanketed night 
and day during the cold spells he will 
get Into such condition that he will 
take cold casily when a draft hits him. 
Coddling ia one thing the horse cannot 
stand, Cold weather coddling in par- 
fcular is calculated to weaken him. 
Treat him on natural lines in the win- 
ter, and he will respond by getting Into 
and by remalning in good condition.” 
Usefal Weight. 

The matter of welght in draft Lorses 
should be better understood, both as to 
what weight really means in a’ draft 
animal and as to wherein jjs usefulness 
dics, says 2 correspondent of Stockman 
and Farmer, Draft horse weight 
should not be merely pounds. Fat can 
be secured by generous feeding, but 
true draft horse weight is not fat, but 
heavy bones and muscles. And in 
judging a draft horse in regard to this 
important feature of his makeup the 
Judge should be able to distinguish be 
tween the animal that weighs well 
merely because it is loaded with fat 
and the one which has the bone and 
corresponding muscles to be a weighty 
horse without being made as fat as a 
prize winning steer. We might say 
that the judge should discriminate be 
tween useful weight and ornamenta, 
pounds of fat. Some horses that hare 
not the bone and muscular substance 
to be really weighty horeca are made 
80 by fattening. It takes 2 horsemay 
fo judge of such things, and nobod

Lace Bark Is the Favorite Ball Dress 
Fabric of the Semicivilised Belle of 
the West Indies—Living Jewels 
That Outshine the Diamond, 


Down in the tropical jungles of Cen- 
tral America and the West Indies the 
head of the family is not worrled by 
tnillinera’ and dressinakers’ bills. ‘The 
semictyilized belle of these lands knows 
how to get nearly the whole of her cos- 
tume from the jungle, She manufac 
tures it herself from the materials she 
gathers from nature. Though she may 
be able in rare cases to get from the 






















few yards of cloth with which to make 
ber dress, any trimming she may wish 
to put upon it must be searched for in 
the woods, 

Lace bark is her favorite material for 
making anything light and dainty. 
This lace bark is the film which covers 
the beart of the Jace bark tree. ‘The 
natives carefully’ remove it and soak 
it In running water for three or four 
days in order to get off the gum and 
unnecessary fiber. After that it is 
bleached on the sands by the river and 
sprinkled now and then to whiten ft, 
When it has become a creamy white 
it Is pressed with a bot fron or a heat- 
ed stone and fs ready for use. It Lava 
fine lacy appearance: and runs. into 
more artistic patterns than any manu- 
factured article. When made Into a 
dress it is wonderfully beautiful. 

The jungle girl uses it sparingly on 
ler ordinary clotbes, but for ber ball 
dress flounce after founce is used to 
wlve a Muffy look to the skirts, She 
kvows that it becoines her as nothing 
else would, 

Her jewelry consists of beautifully 
colored seeds atrung together in the 
form of necklaces, bracelets and tlaras, 
In addition to these, on the night of 
ithe ball she catches the brilliant fire- 
files which swarm Jn the jungle and 
artistically arranges them In ber dusky 
locks. The jungle girl would not ex- 
change her “peenle wallabs,” ae she 
calls the fireflies, for the diamonds ef 
the northern belle. 

The jungle girl's hats are a marvel 
to behold. She weaves them herself 
from the jippl jappa grass, and can get 
any sbape or style she fancies. Sho 
trims them with the netty fiber of the 
cocoanut palm and the gorgeous wings 
of the mountain parrakeet, which is 
shot and brought home by her father 
and brother, Even her parasol and 
umbrella are supplied by kindly nature. 
When the sun {is too hot or the rain 
too heavy a big plaintain or banana 
Jeat docs as well as anything bought in 
the largest stores of an American city, 

A creole belle ix as fond of perfume 
as the daintiest American woman and 
is just as particular that it shall be of 
the best kind, She goes to much more 
trouble to procure it, ‘but then abe 
knows that it is always pure and fresh. 
She first picks ber fresh flowers, and 
then, by some process handed down 
from oue generation to another, she dis- 
tills it. 

‘The secret method is often known to 
only a few families, and they would not 
-glve it away for any sum of woney.

‘These are made of a coarse woven ma- 
terial like sallcloth, which Is attached. 

They are the moet 
comfortable shoes linsginable and are 
used by the soldiers of South America 
when on the march. ‘They are called 
“alpag$attas,” and Americans who have 
traveled In South America invariably 
bring. them howe to their wives and 
daughters for bath stippers. ‘Those

No other 
footgear equals the “alpagatta” for 
comfort and durability.

Liadility of Yarmer Empleyeors. 


An Engiish farm Iaborer recently 
died from-blood poisoning, and his 
widow brought suit for damages 
against his employer under the pro- 
visions. of the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Act. It was shown that tho de- 
ceased had suffered an abrasion of 
tho skin on the nape of the neck as 
the result of carrying Meavy bags of 
fertilizer upon his shoufders, and the 
infommation that followed develop- 
ed into blood polsoning, the inference 
being that the wound was  poisoncd 
by tho fertilizing material. 

Although it did not appear that 
tho employer had been unduly care- 
less or that he had. imposed unneces- 
sary risk upon his cinploye, the court 
ordered him to pay £150 (nearly 
$750) to the widow and children of 
the deceased workman, and as an 
appeal was taken he was ordered to 
pay the widow £2 a month until the 
inatter was settled.

BAKED APPLES. 


Ilis anunis. doing such a grand work 
The Way (o Make a Convenient and 
Dellefous Dessert. 

The difference between apple sauce 
stewed quickly over the fre and that 
baked slowly for several bours in a 
moderate oven is so great that- one 
could easily believe that different fruits 
had been used. Each method, if care- 
fully followed, produces a delicious re- 
sult, and, while some persons have a 

strong preference for one or the other, { 
to my mind {t Is difficult to decide 
which js the better way, Therefore it 
is veel] to use both methods, cooking 
the first apples that come in midsum- 
mer by stewing, and later, when the 
cool days of early autumn make a fire 
less objectionable, trying the baking. 

The dish for baking is as important 
as that for beans baked properly and 
also for Indian puddings, and should be 
the same in style and material. Cut 
the fruit (and you may use in this way 
any kind of apples or pears which are 
too green or hard to use uncooked) into 
quarters; then remove the cores and 
akins, Allow one cup of sugar and 
one-half cup of water to two quarts of 
fruit, The amount will vary witb dif- 
ferent apples, and it is important not 
to use too much sugar, for the long 
cooking seems to develop the natural 
aweetness of the fruit. Corer them 
closely and cook in a slow oven four 
or five hours or until they have a deep 
tich red color. If they cook too fast, 
ihe steam will cause {hem to burst and 
run over the edge and result ip a 
mushy sauce, but 2 moderate heat, 
long continued, will leave each quarter 
distinct In the clear sirup. Let it cool 
in the pan and turn it out without any 
Stirring of the frult. This may be 
Poured at once into sterilized jars and 
sealed the same as canned fruit, if you 
are not likely to use {t all soon. Asa 
sauce for a breakfast or dinner it is 
acceptable; with cream and kot biscuit 

ie supper it is delicious, and as a fill- 
ihg for pastry shells it is convenient.— 
Home Science Magazine.

As everyone knows 
the past two seasons have been re 
tarhable for the very cool weather 
and imoist condition of the atmo- 
sphere that prevailed all suminer, In 
aun ordinary scason the saving of 
shrinkage would be very much great- 
er, becuuse a high temperature and a 
dry air are two conditions that in- 
crease the shrinkage, ; 

Improvement in Quality.—Dut the 
saving in shrinkage is only a minor 
consideration. The main one is the 
reat improvement in quality. ‘The 
cheese cooled in the cool rooms and 
those cured in uncontrolled tempera= 
tures have repeatedly been examined 
and coinpared by a large number of 
cheese buyers, cheesemakera and oth- 
ers, and in every case the cool cured 
cheese has been pronounced the best 
in quality. 

Effect of High Temperature on. 
Quality.—In this experimental work 
there have been many opportunitics 
for observing the effect of a high 
temperature on the quality of the 
cheese. The first eflect of a high 
temperature and one which is always 
noticeable is to make the texture of 
the cheese rough and mealy, and in 


extreinec cases show a greasincss 
which is undesirable, or in other 


words it destroys that silkiness of 
texture always present in cheese cat 
its best. Bad flavors are intensified 
at the higher temperature and many 
cheese go “oft flavor, while their 
mates that are cool cured remain 
sound and clean. Alt cheese become 
tharp and ‘‘tasty’’ much quicker at 
the high temperature. Cool curing 
will not imake a fine cheese ovt of a 
poor one, but still cheese which are 
a little weak and open, or on the 
other hand have a little too much 
acid, show up better when cool cured 
than they do when cured at ordinary 
hot weather temperatures. 

One cannot help thinking what 
great benefit would accrue to tho 
Canadian cheese industry at large, 
if all the cheese were cool cured, In- 
deed, it is doubtful if anyone can 
properly estimate it. Wo have had im 
the Past two seasons a moxt  excel- 
Jent illustration on this point, inas- 
much as the comparatively slight 
{improvement in quality, due to the 
unusually cool suinmers, had the ef- 
Yect of encouraging consumption to 
such an extent that the demand forc- 
ed prices up to g point that few ov- 
er expected tm sce again. 

Arrangements for cool curing cheese 
will doubtless be worked out in dif- 
ferent’ ways. according ta local 
circumstances and conditions. The 
larger factorica will probably make 
the necessary improvetnenta in  con- 
nection with thelr own — buildings. 
Combination or consolidation may be 
effected in some cases, but the jealous 
rivalry which exists among factories 
stands in the way. It is quite 
probable that a considerable portion 
of uur chese will_In the future be 
cured in the warehouse of the export- 
ers vit comluission merchants,

MIKADO MAKES RED WAR 
Japan’s Army and Navy, Com- 
manded to Carry on Hostilities, 








Aim ef Japanese Was Yacific regres 
and the Establishment ef Such a State 
of Thinge as Would Maintain Endariog 
Peace in the Var Kast—Great Britaia 
and the United States Make Préciama- 
tions ef Neutrality. 


Tokio, Feb. 12.—The existence of 
a statc.of war with Russia was for- 
mally announced by an Imperial 
proclamation. The following {s” the 
text of the Impcrial reseript declar- 
ing War against Russie, which was 
issued in Japan Wednesday: 

“We, by the grace of Heaven, Em- 
peror of Japan, seated on the throno 
occupied by the same dynasty since 
time . immemorial, hereby making 
proclamation to all our loyal and 
brave subjects, as first: 

“We hereby declare war against 
Russia, and we command our army 
and navy to carry on -hostiljties 
against her, in obedience to their 
duty, with all their strength, and 
¥e also command all our competent 
authoritics to make every effort, im 
pursuance of their dutics. to attain 
the national aim with all the means 
within the limits of the law of na- 
tions. 

Pacific Progress Aim of Empire. 


“We have always deemed it essca- 
tial in international relations, and 
have made it our constant aiin, to 
promote the pacific progress of our

Russia Disrecarded Treaty, 

“Nevertheless, “Russia, in disregard 
to her solemn treaty pledges to Chi- 
na and her repeated assurances to 
other powers, is still in occupation 
of Manchuria, has consolidated and 
strengthened her hold in those pro- 
vinces, and is bent upon their final 
annexation, And, since the absorp. 
tion of Manchuria by Russin would 
render it impossible to maintain 
the intesrity of China, and would, 
in addition, compel the abandon- 
ment of all hope of peace in the Far 
East. wo were determined in those 
circumstances to settlo the question 
by negotiations and to secure: theres 
by permanent peace. With that ob- 
ject in view our colmpelent authori- 
ties, by our orders, made Proposals 
to Russia and frequent. conferences 
Were held during the last six 
snonths,.

“Iussia, however, never met such. 
proposals in a spirit of conciliation, 
but by wanton delays, put off a set- 
tlement of the serious questions, and 
by ostensibly advocating peace on 
one hand, while on the other ex. 
tending her naval ond inilitary pro- 
parations sought to accoinplish her 
oWn selfish ‘designs. 

“We cannot in the 
Russia had from the first any seri- 
ous and genuine desire for peace. Sho 
rejected the proposals of our Goy- 
erninent.. The guarantees for the 
future which we failed to secure by 
Peaceful negotiations can now only 
be obtained by an appeal to arms. 

“It is our carnest wish that by 
the loyalty and valor of our faith- 
ful subjects, peace soon may be per- 
manently restored and the glory of 
our Empire preserved,”

quently the first, and sometimes 
the only, volume produced In their 
own lunguage. ¥ 

But tho most signiticant Item in 
this huge pregramme 1s the bring- 
ing Into lino of the Protestant 
churches on the continent of Eur- 
ope, and establishing a Iink  be- 
tween those that may be most 
widely eundered on minor points. 
Bible Sundny will be kept by hun- 
dreds of congratulations, ropresent- 
tog Lutheran, Reformed, and Wal- 
denslan churches, The Archbishop 
of Upsala has written, In the name 
of the Bishops of Sweden. promising 
the co-operation of all thelr clergy. 
A meeting of the Danish Bishops 
tn Copenhagen passed an unanimous 
revolution In the sanie torms; while 
simijar resolutions have becn  pas- 
sed by tho Conslstory of tho Pro- 
testant State Chureh In Saxony, 
and the Conventus of both the Lu- 
theran Church and the Calvinistic 
Church In Hungary. Thus, through- 
out tho world, thankrelving will be 
mado to Almighty God In all ton- 
gues and by all people on this inc- 
morable day. 

It is obvious that such a festival 
as this could only do organized by 
an Institution absolutely catholic In 
Its alms, world-wide In lta work, 
and unrestricted by any merely na- 
tlonal Interest. From the very out- 
set $ho Bible Society bas been able 
to unlfy Christians of all denomin- 
ations In the God-appointed task of 
tecking to place the Gospel in the 
hands, of the whole human race. 
And this universal thankagiving cx- 
omplifics most forcibly one of the 
Society's Ideals which was volced 
by Lord Doxley, its second Presl- 
dent, In the following wards: “If 
WG cannot reconcile all opinions, 
let us unite all hearts.” 

It is to bo hoped that tho Bible 
Sunday fdea, which has been very 
favorably reeelved> in all other 
places, will be equally so in Belle-

London, Feb. 13.—(C.A.P.)—The 
Duke of Devonshire, addressing the 
secretary of the Liberal-Unionist Ae- 
sociation, says that crave misunder- 
Standing exists between himsei{ and 
Mr. Chatnberlain respecting the Bug- 
gestions made by the Duko regaré 
ing the conditions for the continua! 
tion of the association. 

To remove uny misunderstanding 
on Mr, Chamberlain's return the 
Unionist freo traders mado a doter- 
minet altempt yesterday ,in the 
Hause of Commons to obtain a cleat 
declaration of the fiscal policy. of tha 
Government. Sir Edgar Vincent, 
lion. F. W. Lambton and E. W. 
Beckitt, M.P.'s, all delivered strony 
free trado xpecches, Sir Edward 
Vincent wanted to know whethor th¢ 
policy of retaliation the Government 
Proposed was a clear definite issue 
in itself or merely ane instalment of 
a large and more extensive policy to 
come, 

The assuring specch of Right Hon. 
Gerald Balfour had been largely im- 
Paired by other speeches from the 
treasury bench. ‘The fact of the 
Government losing 25 byo-clections 
out of 26 showed that the people 
would not sanction the taxation of 
food. England owed her prosperity 
to unrestricted freo trade. Was the 
Conservative party prepared to go 
into the wilderness for 20 years in 
hope that tho cloctorate would in 
the end be induced to accept protec- 
tionist principles? Hon. F. W. Lamb- 
ton declared he would vote for Joon 
Morlcy's amendment, because ,n his 
opinion the Premicr’s policy of re- 
talintion was a mere preliminary to 
the destruction of free trade. 

Ernest Beckett, speaking on behalf 
of bankers, said that not a single 
banker had been’ captured by Mr. 
Chamberlain for his sitting coim- 
mittee of. political blacksmiths who 
Wero engaged in forging fettcrs for 
British industry. Retaliation was on’ 
the lips of the Government, but pro- 
tection was in their hearts. He 
would not vote for the Government. 

Henry E. Duke, M. P.. said the 
rank and filo of the Conservative 
party went breast high for Mr. 
Chamberlain, in’ whose policy lay 
more than the interests of party— 
indecd the necessities for the future 
of the Empire, It was a national 
misfortune that Mr. Ritchle, when 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, refuse 
to use the corn duty in order to 
give Canada the small preference she 
had long been asking for. ‘The con- 
stant cry of the colonics had been 
to try» preferential trade. Canada 
had given us a preference, although 
it had cost her considerable. It’ has 
been ao relief to hear Mr. Lyttelton's: 
speech that the Government had not 


repented.

How the Cherokee Nation Gets Over 
the Race Problem. 

The race problem in the Cherokee 
Nation is solved to the genera! satls- 
faction of the three races concerned 
and the intermediary mixed bloods, In 
the location of homes the Cberokee 
full bloods and negroes are mostly in 
settlements, ‘The intermarricd whites 
largely are in the towns and territory 
contiguous to each other. The Chero- 
ken speaking citizens much prefer to 
associate’together,  * 

Ir the nation there are thirty schools 
attended by full blood Cherokee chil- 
dren and seventeen by negro children. 
The negro blood schools are not so by 























r 
legal requirement, but as a corollary ’ 
of their preference to live near cach 
other, The Cherokee and negro do not 
Intermarry or socially mingle. Two att ot 
seminaries and an orphan asylum are Rk Manne ts 
attended by full blooda and mixed An Saas: 


bloods only, the colored Righ school by 
negroes only. 

In the Incorporated school districts 
whites and Indidns attend the same 
schools, and race prejudice and undue 
feeling on elther side are being lost 
in fellowship and friendsbip cultivated 
in the class room and on the playground. 
Both sides are better satisfied in the 
combined schools than when they are 
kept separate. Full bloods seem to 
mingle as freely with white renters and 
thefr families of good character as 
they do with mized bloods.”

A 
short but fieres cogagement ensued, 
and at the end of it the astonishing 
spectacle of a number of men-o'-war 
being pursued by a fleet of mer- 
chantmen was presented lo the eyes 
of the watchers on the ships not en- 
waged. However the British vessels 
might overmatch thelr opponents in 
fighting, they were not their equalin 
sailing. So they returned and resum- 
ed their homeward voyage. Captain 
Dance received a knighthood for his 
gallantry, and ¢o passes out of our 
history. His signal midshipman was 
destined to win a wider fame as an 
Arctic explorer. This was Sir John 
Franklin, Good men! Over a hund- 
red years we salute them.

THE (SLE OF NOBLES, ~ 


4 Famous Historic site, the Cradle 
of Saxon Liberty. 
‘The isle of Athelney, or the “isle of 





nobles,” as the name signifies, is one 
of the most famous of historic sites. 
A thousand years ago It was a low islet 
covered with willows and alders and 
surrounded by fons and overflowing 
marshes, altogether Inqccessible except 
by boats, There King Alfred sought 
refuge with a swineberd, and there he 
lay concealed from the invading Danes 
for the space of a whole year, The re- 
sort of his chieftains to-this place 
caused It to be known as the “isle of 
nobles,” whick may be regarded as ‘the 
cradle and stronghold of Saxon liberty. 
After Alfred regained the posseasion 
of his throne he erected a Benedictine 
abbey on this spot and “endowed it 
with all the lands fn the isle of Athel- 
ney.” The monastery bas entirely dis- 
appeared, but its site is marked by a 
stone pillar erected In 1801 by the own- 
er of Athelney. The pillar bears thir 
inscription: “King Alfred the Great by 
the year of our Lord 879, having bees 
defeated by the Danes, fled for refuge 
to the forest of Athelncy, where he lay 
concealed from his enemies for the spel} 
ofa whole year. He soon after regain- 
ed possession of his throne,-and in 
grateful remembrance of the protection 
he had recelved under the favor of 
heaven he erected a monastery on this 
spot and endowed {t with all the lands 
contaffed in the isle of Athelney. To 
perpetuate the memory of so remarka- 
ble an incident In the life of that fllns- 
trious prince this edifice was founded 
by Jobn Slade, Esq.. of Maunsell, the 
proprietor of Atheincy, A. D. 180L”"— 
London News.

Outside a butcher shop twenty or 
thirty persons stood watching a man 
nat work with an adz.

When the job was done, the 
man helped the butcher mount the 
block, collected $5 and went off to 
keep another appointment. 

“It has taken me twenty-three years 
to learn to chop like that,” he said to

$10, according to the size of the block. 
A block requires cvening off In that 
way every three or four years, I have 
customers now tbat I had when I first 
began business, twenty-five years ago. 
In all that time I bave spoiled only twe 
blocks, and they were during the two 
years of my apprenticeship. The butch- 
ers cnn get thelr chopping blocks put 
fn condition by sending them to the 
sawoull, But it {s more expensive, and 
they can’t spare them so long from the 
shops. There {s enough work of this 
kind in New York to keep myself and 
balf a dozen others busy.”

Usually cach snowflake consists of 
several ‘or “many separate: crystals.

No 
two of these crystals aro alike in 
form or jn decoration, but‘ the sepa- 
rato crystals that comprise one spoW- 
flake often have some similarity. The 
pictures are froin 400 to 500 times 
larger than the real crystals. them- 
selves, or are enlarged from 15 to 16 
diameters.

MARCUS HANNA IS DEAD.

Hanna, Senator from Ohio, and one 
of the foremost figures) in American 
public life, died last evening at his 
apartments in the Arlington Hotel, 
at 6.40 p.m., of typhoid fever, after 
an illness of two weeks. He passed 
away peacefully and without pain 
after being unconscious since 3. a. 
m., at which time the first of a sere 
jes of sinking spells came on, from 
the last of which he never rallied. 

The members of the families, with 
one or two exceptions, were at tho 
bedside when the end came. During 
the last hours life was kept in his 
body only by the use of most power- 
ful stimulants. 

Senator Hanna’s death followed a 
sinking spell that lasted 10 minutes, 
beginning at 6.30. 

Senater Hanna will be given a 
public funeral in the Senate Chantber, 
at noon Wednesday, and probably lie 
in state at the capitol, Funeral ser- 
vices will also be held in Cleveland, 
Friday.

FIRST SEA FIGHT 
FROM THE INSID 


First Uncensored Despatch of 
the Naval Battle. 


JAPS LOST 2 TORPEDO BOATS 


After the Torpedo Boats Had Dene Their 
Business the Acitjon Became General, 
the Japa: 
Line ef Battle, When Heavy Fast 
Firing Was Done Dy Beth Sides—The 
Veople Fied the Tewn— Women and 
Children Were Very Diave—War News 
Bulletios. 





London, Feb. 16.—The London 
Dally Mail reecived yesterday, the fol- 
lowing uncensored details of the first 
sea fight at Port Arthur from its 
correspondent, who got out of the 
Russian lines: 

Yivnhow § (Niuchang), | Wednesday 
Morning, Feb, 10.—1 have just reached 
here by special train from Port Ar 
thur, and to save time have written 
my account whiie traveling on locomo: 

There was no other method of 
getting out of Port Acthur or trans-

active, but with far greater inten- 
sity. It produces a very decided 
electrification ,of tho air in its vicin- 
ity, and which extends ‘to surround- 
ing objects. While radium has a high 
atomic weight, its emanations have 
a very low atomic welght when tak. 
en into consideration with respect 
to the space they occupy. If, as as- 
sumed by Professor Ramsay, it would 
require a million years to dissolve 
radium into a gas, it is evident 
that the quantity of gas produced in 
a few hours from a few grains of ra- 
dium would be so relatively small 
and attenuated that If again densi- 
fied the resulting product would dis- 
appear to the eye. It would also dis- 
appear frome the spectru:n, since its 
condensation would undoubtedly 
mean the loss of its radio-active pro- 
perties. ; 
“Helium has an atomic weight of 
about one two-hundredth part that 
of radium,‘ and conseavently it is 
reasonable to fod in the condensed 
gas a substance of approximately the 
lowest atomic weight. Helium is the 
gas found in abundance in the solar 
atinosphere, but until comparatively 
recent date it was not found ia the 
earth, presumably because .the condi- 


tions for its creation are mot normal 
at the present age of the world. 
Qualities of Kadium. 

“The radio-activity of radium is 
undoubtedly an electrical condition 
of its ultimate particles, which, 80 
long as they remain ip sufficient 
quantity, keep up that tremendous 
bombardment among themselves 
which maintains the luminosity and 
radio influence that will cause the 
gascous cmnanations to remain as ra- 
dium gas. This activity of the cas 
will endure for a couple of weeks, 
with a gradual decreasing Value, and 
will finally disappear, 

“M. Curie found that if the gas 
were not sealed its radio-activity de- 
creased one-half in every twenty- 
eight minutes, and that if sealed in 
glass it diminished one-half every 
four days; therefore it follows that 
the radio-activity is less than onc- 
hundredth of its first value at the 
end of four weeks, in which case the 
gas ceased to be visible, as pointed 
out by Professor Ramsay. 

“As tho radio-activity diminishes a 
condition is reached where the  in- 
ductive influence of the particles de- 
creases so that the rapidity of 
movement becomes less, the orbital 
range becomes limited, and hence the 
same number of ultimate particles 
are condensed into smalier space and 
helium is produced. Dut™helium Iv aa 
unstable gas, and by further loss of 
radio-activity the gas becomes so 
greatly condensed that it assumes a 
condition that dors not affect the 
spectrum, and it ix therefore said to 
disappear altogether. If it: disappear- 
ed as helium it nevertheless exists as 
n substance, but so greatly reduced 
in bulk that it is invisible.

“If the process be carried on with 
the proper conditions then the trans- 
inutation is complete, and no natur- 
al conditions will cause the cold to 
return to silver or copper. It is then 
gold for ages to come“At the pre 
sent time my work in transforming 
silver into gold has reached such 
perfection that the unstable inter- 
mediate metal ig not produced, and 
all the gold made is absolutely stable 
im the first instance. 

“*Holiu:n is in great quantity in the 
sun's atmosphere, and is no doubt 
due to the attenuated condition of 

ertnin portions of the primary mat- 
ter utside of the more condense 
central portions. When the primary 
tinatter becomes condensed to differ- 
ent atomic weights it becomes defi- 
nite substances, and these substances 
are influenced by the radio-activity, 
or electrons, which impart motion 
under inductional action to the ions 
or ultimate particles. 

“So then lead, iridium, mercury, 
eold, bismuth, osmium and platinum 
should be readily convertible into 
each other if their electrons or ra- 
dio-activities can be . properly gov- 
erned during transmutation. Having 
already been able to commercially 
convert several substances into gold 
at a cost of about five per cent, of 
the gold produced, Iam fully con- 
vinced that I shall soon be equally 
able also to transform lead into gold 
co:nmercially. In due time we shall 
be manufacturisg platinum, mereury 
and other valuable metals of com- 
merce, 

“I predict that in less than one 
year the scientife world will have 
fully recognized the conditions of al- 
chemy which are with us to-day and 
outlined above. Of courae I realize 
how very averse the public is to be- 
Neve that the preciocs gold they 
work so hard to secure can be made 
in unlimited quantities from baser 
metals with wonderful rapidity and 
small cost. ‘They will, however, ac- 
cept this fict when in the very near 
future a plant of magnificent pro- 
portions is reared in this country 
and produces $100,000,000 of gold 
per annum. 

“While alchemy of the ancients 
comprehended the transmutation of 
metals alone, modern alchemy draws 
no such distinction, as I gan sce no 
rearon why any of the ‘non-metallic 
#lements, so-called, such as oxygen, 
hydrowen, nitrogen and carbon, ean. 
not be converted one into the other 
or into other substomooy.*!.

Mr, Hendrie Seeres the Payment ef the 
Higher Salaried Officials in “seo”, 
Wages Account. 


Toronto, Feb. 17.—The Soo pay- 
ments have provided’, new topic on 
which to assail the Government. Yes- 
terday Opposition members delved 
into the return brought down, and 
extracted some figures, showing that 
the higt-salaried olticials received 
large amounts from the Governnent 
under the authority of the Onder-in- 
Council passed “‘to relieve distress 
and prevent rioting.”

Ho traced the evolution 
of the assessment law ‘of the pro- 
vince from 1793 down to the pre 
sent day and then dealt in a concise 
manner with ‘the efforts of the As- 
sessment Commission and the special 
committce in producing the measure 
which is now before the legislature, 
and of which the particulars he dealt 
with have already beea printed | in 
these columns. 

‘The vill was referred to a select 
committee. 

Budget Debate Resumed. 


Mr. Hendrie resumed the debate on 
the budgets He congratulated — the 
member for Haldimand (Mr Holmes) 
on his exceedingly frank specch last 
Thursday, in which he acknowledged 
that the House was called to fore 
stall the election protests, and he 
admired the Premier for his general- 
ship. He presumed Mr. Holmes 





meant the Premier's generalship in 

looking after the interests of his 

party and not of the province. 
Discussing the Soo payment, he 


said the object of the Government in 
paying the wage »{ the workmen 
Was stated to be o telicve distress 
and prevent rioting.” Mr. Hendrie 
Created much amusement by reading 
some of the amounts paid by the 
Government “to relieve distress.’ 
For instance, Cornelius Shields, @re- 
sident of the Consolidated Compan- 
ies, got $6,693, and Mr. Coyne, his 
assistant, drew $1,606.45 to relieve 
his distress. 

He said the high-salaried men 
should come in with the other cred- 
itors who supplied matérials to the 
Consolidated Company. The pay- 
ment was unjust and illegal.

For Causing the War. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 17.—The Rus- 
sian second-class cruiser Boyarin 
was blown up by a mine on Febru- 
ary 13 in the same manner as was 
the Russian torpeda transport Yeni- 
sel. She had on beard 197 officers 
and men, all of whom it is under- 
stood wefe lost. No details of the 
disaster have been given out. 

Report Ie Coufirmed. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 17.—The_ re- 
port circulated here yesterday that 
the Russian cruiser Boyarin was 
blown up last Saturday and that 
ull her officers and crew, 197 in 
number, were Jost, is confirmed from 
® private source.

Tho Doyarin was 348 fect long, 41 
fect beam and 16 feet draught. She 
was of 3,300 tons displacement, and 
her trial speed was 25 knots. Her 
armament consisted of six 4.7 inch 
guns, eight 1.8 inch guns, two 1.4 
inch guns and three machine guns, 
She was also fitted with six tor- 
pedo tubes. The Boyarin was last 
reported as having taken part in 
the engagement of February 9 at 
Port Arthur:

17.—The St. DPeters- 
burg correspondent of the Tagliche 
Rundschau saya that six hundred 
Russian soldiers have been frozen to 
death while marching across Lake 
Gaikal in Eastern Siberia. 

Russian Torpede Licats ¥rozen Up. 


Tokio, Feb. 17.—The German 
steamer Batavia has just reached 
Moji from Vladivostock with 1,500 
Japanese refugoes on board, including 
the commercial agent of Japan at 
Viadivostock. The latter reports that 
threo Russian torpedo boats are froz- 
en up at that port unable to move, 
Massing of troops on the north bank 
of the Yalu continues. 

Maschurian Trains Rus. 

New York, Feb. 17.—The arrival 
is reported of 6,000 Russian troops 
at Irkutsk, says a Herald despatch 
from Port Arthur by way of Che 
Foo.

Ingenious Combination Deviseé 
the Fire Island Life Savers. 
The Ife savers attached to Uncle 
Sam's stations on Fire island encoun- 
tered great difficulties and dangers in 
crossing the Great South: bay to- the 
Long Island shore, elther by water 
craft or ice craft. Still, naturally 
enough, they had a longing to visit 
family and friends when the great is- 
land sea was choked with drift ice or 
partly frozen over. These ingenious 
people long ago realized the needs of 
a vehicle capable of traveling on elther 
ice or water safely, and years ago they 
launched the first “scooter,” a boat con- 
structed to travel on both ice and in 
water. It was a small boat, made fast 
to a aled, which was pushed on the Ice 
and rowed on the water. crude 
mode of travel, with the wind against 
or across the boat, made the trip one of 
tremendous exertion. In the course of 
time a sail was tried, at first square 
rigged and very small, but it was used 
only when the wind was falr. Then a 
special boat was bullt which was par 
tially decked, and the sled was made 
lighter until at last the scooter of the 
present day came about, with nothing 
left of the sicd but the bottom of the 
runners, shod with Iron, or, better still, 
as expericnce bas shown, with brass, 
And so bas developed th” wonderful 
scooter of the Long Islarid Jakes and 
bays, a swift Iceboat that will sall in 
the water and from one element to the 
other quickly without a Jar.—Exchange. 


- GOLD NUGGETS. 


The Frocess In Natore by 
They Are Formed. 

That gold Is formed from solution is 
generally recognized. The miner re 
ceives the theory because It explains 
the making of gold to him, but he of- 
ten wonders bow it Is done, so here Is 
what has been seen: Daintree once pre- 
pared a solution of gold and left in it 
a small piece of metallic gold. Accl- 
dentally a small piece of wood fell into 
the solution. The solution decomposed, 
the gold assumed a metallic state and 
collected and held to the small piece 
of undissolved gold, which {ncreased In 
size, Another investigator heard of 
this and made a dilute gold solution, 
in which he immersed a plece of iron 
pyrites and left it there a month. He 
added also organic matter, and at the 
month's end the pyrites were covered 
with a film of metallic gold. Pyrites 
nnd galena were nextvtrigd, and each 
Gold, coppe: 
pyrites, arscnical pyrites, (gale id 
wolfram were also tried, wit similar 
results, Metallic precipitates were 
tried, and while they threw down the 
gold as a metallic powder they dtd 
not cause it to cohere nor to plate any 
of the substances tried. Organic mat- 
ter thus seemed the necessary chemical 
agent. Through the wood used In these 
experiments gold was disseminated in 
fine particles, Imagine these experi- 
ments conducted by nature through 
ages and the result could be a nugget.

The Way These Exasperatingiy 
Foolish Animale Court Death. 

A sheep herder gives some of bis ex- 
perience in handling sheep on the weat- 
ern ranges In the following: 

We have to watch them every min- 
ute, and if vigilance Is relaxed for an 
instant the entire flock is likely to com- 
mit suicide. In bandling most animals 
some degree of self help or {ntelligence 
can be relied on to ald the owner in 
gaving their lives, but sheep seem to 
set deliberntely to work to kill them- 
selves, 

If caught in a storm on the plains, 
they will drift before the wind and die 
of cold and exposure rather than move 
100 yards to windward to obtain shel- 
ter in thelr corral. To drive sheep 
against the wind is absolutely impos- 
sible, I once lost over 1,000 head be- 
cause I could not drive them to a cor- 
tal 200 feet awny. 

In the corral they are still more fool- 
{sh. If a storm comes up, they all 
more “down wind” until stopped by 
the fence, Then commences. the pro- 
ceeding so much dreaded by sheepmen, 
known as “piling.” The sheep will 
climb over one another's backs until 
they are heaped up ten fect high. Of 
course all those on the bottom are 
smothered, Not one has sense enough 
to seck shelter under the lee of the 
fence, as a borse or dog would do, 

Again, Jf a sheep gets into quick- 
gand its fate teaches nothing to those 
that come finmediately after, but the 
whole Hock will follow the leader to 
destruction. No more exuasperatingly 
stupld animal than u sheep walks. 


A RABBIT CAT. 


The Manx Tailices Feline Was Once 
a Scaconst Freal, 

It seems probable that the tailless 
Manx cats originally came from Corn- 
wall, They managed to survive longer 
os a distinct breed Io the Isle of Man 
than In Cornwall, the predominance of 
the common talled cat being of course 
alded in the latter district by the fact 
that, although remote, it is part of the 
mainland of England, whereas new 
cats could be carried to the Isle of 
Man only by sea, The Manx cat which 
first attracted modern attention was a 
very different animal from the vari- 
ously colored specimens which now 
take prizes at cat shows. It was al- 
ways of the color of a hare and bad 
fur like a hare, 

Like a hare, too, it always moved its 
hind legs together. Its chief food was 
crabs caught on the beach, and when 
transported {nfind from the seacoasts 
it very seldom, if ever, survived long. 
No cat of this kind bas been seen for 
many years fn the Isle of Man, though 
there are plenty of tailless cats, its 
crossed descendants, to be purchased 
there. Wherever {¢ originally’ came 
from, the Cornish or Manx cat ‘was 
more nearly a separate specics than 
any kind of show cat now existing. 
It was a seacoast animal, with fur, 
color, absence of tall and method of 
locomotion obviously adapted by the 
inheritance of ages to its habit of 
catching crabs and other small life be- 
lind the ebbing tide.

GERMAN WORK PEOPLE. |, 


Their usements Are Few ané 
Mostly Confined to Sunday. * 

Amusements play a comparatively _ 
small part in the lives of German work 
people, and such as they have are most- 
ly confined to Sunday. Games have 
not taken hold of them; they go to no 
football or cricket matches, altbough 
there ate matches, and other classes in 
Germany show .a growling taste for 
games and sports. I went to see a 
football match between Dusseldorf and 
a neighboring manufacturing town. A 
similar match anywhere in manufac- 
turing England would have attracted 
from 10,000 to 20,000 sons of toll, who 
would have shouted themselves hoarse 
from beginning to end. At the Ger 
man match not one put in an appear- 
ance. When I left the field toward the 
close of the game the spectators, who 
had slowly increased during the after. 
noon, numbered exactly sixty-five, They 
were not workingmen, and they show- 
ed no excitement whaterer. They 
played the association game, not very 
well. The national game in Germany 
is kegel, a kind of skittles, and it is 
played at public houses, but not by 
workingmen or seldom by them. They 
play cards sometimes, but nt a great 
deal. In short, gumes may be ruled 
out as an item in industrial life. Thea- 
tera and music halls count for more, 
but for nothing like so much as in Eng- 
land and in America, They are less 
numerous tf proportion to population 
and are only visited by the working 
classes to a limited extent on Saturday; 
and Sunday. 

























HERBERT SPENCER. 


He Was a Great Phrase Maker and 
Had Some Odd Ways, 

Herbert Spencer was no linguist. 
Because of eye strain which. affected 
his health he did not even know Ger 
man, His pampbiet on education was, 
however, translated into fifteen lan- 
guages, including Japanese. 

Spencer was a great phrase maker, 
It was he who popularized ‘the word 
“evolution” and explained one of the 
phases of the Darwinian doctrine as 
“the survival of the fittest.” He also 
Introduced Comte’s coined word “so 
clology.” 

He was a bachelor and long lived in 
boarding houses, Fingtysbe set up 


an establishment of his own, where he 
could have about him peo ot Bi 
own choosing. A favorite ré on 
in his later years was to sit in the 
open doorway of his house and listen 
to a piano played In a distant apart- 
ment. He had the player trained, A 
thump of his stick was the signal for 
her to stop, another thump for the mu- 
sic to proceed where It broke off. 

Spencer was foud of playing billiards. 
Once at Brighton he invited a smart 
youth toa game. The philosopher had 
four strokes and scored two while the 
youth ran out. Mr. Spencer put away 
his cue with deliberation and said to 
his opponent: “A moderate degree of 
expertness In a game of skill is agree 
able and even creditable. Such dexter- 
ity as you show Is evidence of a mis- 
spent youth, Good afternoon.” 








Drinking Healths, 

This was a Roman custom. The 
drinking was accompanied by some 
such words as “Iicre's to myself,” 
“Here's to you" and “Here's to I sban't 
say who.” The ancient Greeks also 
drank healths. When Theramerus was 
condemned to drink hemlock he sald, 
“Hoe pulcro Critiw.” 

The ancient Saxons also bad the same 
custom. Henglist invited King Vort!- 
gern to a banquet to see the new levies, 
After the dishes were removed Rowe 
na, the beautiful daughter of Hengist, 
appeared before the scene holding in 
her bund a golden cup full of wine. 
She then made obeisance and sald, 
which in modern English means, “Lord 
king, your.health.” The king drank 
and replicd, “Ilere’s to you.” 

The Greeks handed the cups to the 
person they toasted and sald, “This to 
thee.” Our custom of holding out the 
cup comes to us from ancient Greece.

Davis Gives Incredible 
Timber and Dues Figures. 





Twe Hundred Million Dollars the Value 
of the Timber Lands the Preperty of 
the Frovines—These Would Bring on 
Disposal at Least 875,000,000 Frem 
Bonuses and $70,000,000 From Dues 
—And Much More Besides, 


Toronto, Feb. 19.—Tho budget de 
bate was resumed yesterday in the 
Iogislaturo by Mr. Powell of Ut- 
tawa. Ho said year by, year tho cx- 
Ppenditures of the province had cx- 
ceeded the income. Leaving out the 
sale of timber in Decomber the in- 
come would be $600,000 short of 
the expenditures. _ Who ever heard, 
he asked, of a business man selling 
part of his fixed asseta and putting 
the cash in as part of current in- 
como? This was what the proving 
had done. Since 1898 the_ expendi- 
tures had {ncreased 30° per cent. 1t 
wos oa gross picco of mismanage- 
ment for the Government to borrow 
$2,000,000 at’ 5 per cent. from” tho 
banks, while it had about the samv 
amount in the banka drawing only 
8 per cont. :

Timber Nesources Left. 


Mr. Davis said a low estimate of 
the amount of white pine. standing 
in the province was ten billion feet. 
There was enough pine to make 
twenty sales as big as the last one,

000 from bonuses and $20,000,000 
from Crown ducs, while the dues 
from timber lands under _ license 
previous to the last sale, which had 
nmounted to from $800,000 to $1,- 
Y00,000 a year in the last three 
years, would also swell the revenues 
of the province to a considerable cx- 
tent. There were 300,000,000 cords 
of pulp wood, which at 75 cents a 
cord, would net $225,000,000. 
Mardwoed in Abundance. 


Besides these there was a consider- 
able quantity of hemlock and hard- 
wood. There was a great demand 
for hardwood froin furniture dealers. 
if there were areas not suitable for 
agricultural purposes, he hoped 
some policy could be adopted by 
which the Crown might receive rev- 
enucs from hardwood on these lands. 

A comparison of the methods of 
dispasing of timber lands in Quebec 
with that of Ontario showed, he 
said, that Quebec got $111 for ev; 
cry mile of timber sold, while in 
Untarlo from £1,000 10 $3,C00 a 
mile was obtained for the pine alone, 
Again, in Quebec, the purchasers aro 
not bound to erect pulp mills, but 
the wood may be exported. 

Saya Tarte Ie Leader. 

After 8 o’clock Mr. Davis said the 
Conservatives of Quebec had adyo- 
cated the timber policy of Ontario, 
and quoted Mr. Tarte, who, he said, 
amid Opposition dissent, was the 
Jeader of the Conservative party of 
Quebee. Pulp concesstons were not 
given to friends of the Government 
any more than to Conservatives.

Laberera For Oatariec Farms 
After dealing with the cost of im- 
inigration, hoe said the Government 
was doing something to relieve tho 
‘ searcity of farm laborers in On- 
tario.

SHELLFISH LANGUAGE. 


arieus Clicking Sounds Neard on 
the Water at Night, 

Most seamen will tell of cu:rlous cllck- 
ing sounds heard on calm nishta nt sea, 
sand the origin of the nolse secims so al- 
together unaccountable that it has of- 
ten created some alarmm among super- 
stitious Ashermen. ‘ 

A distinguished naturalist made a 
carcful study of the sounds on many 
ocenasions and found that it was not a 
sustained note, but made up of a’ mulil- 
tude of tiny ones, each clear and dis- 
tinct in itself and ranging from a high 
treble down to a bass. When the ear 
was applied to the cunwale of the boat 
the sound grew~more Intense, and in 
some places as the boat moved on it 
could not be heard at all. 

On other occasions the sounds resem- 
bled the tolling of bells, the booming of 
funs and the notca of an molian barp. 

For a long time he was unable to 
trace the cause, but at length discoy- 
ered that the sounds were made by 
shellfish, hundreds of them opening 
thelr shells and closing them with 
sharp snaps. Dhe nolse, partly muffird 
by the water, sounded Indescribably 
welrd. He was finally led to the con- 
clusion that as the shellfish made the 
sounds they probably bad some mean- 
Ing and that the clicks might ‘possibly 
bo a warning of danger when the shal- 
low water was distuzbed by the boat.

The increasing possibility of war 
With Great Dritain is discussed with- 
out reserve in Russian inilitary 
circles. Rear-Admiral Rojestvenski, 
chicf of the general staff of the navy, 
has said it was impossible, accord- 
ing to the Russiansofticial who tele- 
graphs The Figaro, to send to Port 
Arthur all the naval officers who 
Want to go there, because they may 
be required in the Baltic. In con- 
Clusion, this official says the where- 
abouts of Viceroy Alexicf has been 
unknown for three daya past, and 
that the official telegrams are re 
ceived without signature. 

Bessie Surprised at Hay. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 19.—An tle 
cial of the Government yesterday 
said that he was surprised Hay had 
closed his note without waiting for 
Russia's reply.

WHERE GREAT SHIPS LAY THEI 
BONES IN TIME OF STORM, 


Sable Island Enjoys the Mest Evil Repute 
of Any Marine Area in the Worjd—lis 
Very Xame Js aw Terrer to Navigatere 
—Leng Rester of Wrecks—A Dark on 

. the Island, 


Another ocean horror has recently 
been enacted on Sable Island, ‘‘the 
graveyard of ‘the <Atlantic."". The 
French= fishing schooner Topaze, of 
St. Pierre, Miquelon, was dashed to 
pieces there, and every soul perished. 
Nine'dead bodics wero washed ashore 
and were torn into fragments by the 
surf and the rocks before the coast 
guards located there could secure 
them, Tho dismembered frames were, 
however, gathered up, and interred in 
one common. grave. 

No marine arca enjoys such an evil 
repute as Sablo Island, whose very 
name is a terror to navigators.” The 
island, a crescent shaped mound of 
sand, rising from the midst of the 
wild Atlantic surges, lics one hun- 
dred miles off the const of Nova 
Scotia and Newfoundland, right by 
the fairway of transoceanic travel 
and in a section where contending 
tides lure scores of vessels to destruc- 
tion. Four days after the loss of 
the Topay, just mentioned, a big 
steamer stuck on q sand bar off the 
island, but t!oated clear again, and 
twenty-four hours latcr a bark touch- 
ed there and remained hard add fast 
for two hours, when a squall struck 
her and drove’ her free, But it is

The region is one of constant cic- 
mental commotion. ‘The cold north 
the gulf stream 
the winds are ever at war, the met- 
eorological reports showing frequent 
denso fogs, inceasant ‘‘blows’’ of 
more than twenty niles an hour and 
an average of ten gales a month 
when the wind was over sixty miles 
an hour. The fifty mile line of reefs 
and bars is almost always a mad 
smother of broken water, and there 
is no safety for qa visiting ship near- 
er than forty miles from the eerie 
isle. Usually vessels that have gone 
ashore there had laid a course © to 
clear it by twenty leagues, but get- 
ting into the fatal grip of the cur- 
rents were burried onward to de- 
struction, knowing nothing until the 
sands of this desert island grated 
against their keels and those_on 
board were compelled to make a de 
sperate and jn many instances hope- 
less fight for their lives. 

Firet Famous Wreek. 

The first famous wreck there was 
Sir Humphrey Gilbert's Delight, in 
1583, Hoe sailed from St. Johns to 
reconnoitre the isle with his flect, but 
he knew nothing of the shifting reefs 
of sand which barred his way; un- 
seen platcaus, lying here to-day and 
there to-morrow; nuilt up in an hour 
by a gale and a tide from one quar- 
ter, and demolixbed the next, to be 
re-formed somewhere else; this per- 
petual change defying the, chart- 


-makers and causing storm = driven 


ships to meet their end in the ruck 
of this treacherous sand every month 
of the year. Countless carayvels, gal-~ 
leons, pirates, privatcers, war crafts 
and humble fisher-smacks paid tri- 
butes to this demon jsle in the years 
that followed, and, save in rare in- 
stances, none knew their end. 

In 1589 Baron de Lery stocked it 
with horses and cattle, intending to 
colonize. it; in 1597 Marquis de 
Rocho turned it into n penal acttie- 


i ment, and lanced convicts there, and 


early in the seventeenth century it 
was a noted haunt of pirates. and 
buceaneess, who hid their. plunder in 
the sandy soil and subsisted on the 
cattle and horses, which were imnulti- 
plying exceedingly. ‘These wretches, 
by false lights und other schemes, 
lured unsuspecting merchantmen to 
destruction and then murdered the 
survivors and looted the cargoes. So 
frightful in time became its repute 
that Franco and England combined 
and swept every living soul off it.

Wreek of the Marmes. 

- The troop ship Herincs went ashore 
there in 1780, bound to New; York 
with soldiers for the Revolutionary, 
War. Sho had soven hundred humana 
aboard, and the only way those who 
escaped succeeded in doing 89 was to 
float’a line ashore attached to an 
empty barrel. By means of this a 
daring seaman swam alter, and, get- 
ting a hawser’ ashore, fastencd it to 
the ribs of a previous wreck, Throo 
hundred and cighty people were aayv- 
ed. In 1787 the Princess Amelia, 
from London, was wrecked there, 
twenty-five only out of one hundred 
and ten persons escaping. Among 
these was Lieuten: nt Cochrane, after- 
@ard the famous Earl of Dundonald, 
who patched up a boat, sailed hor ta 
the mainland and got a schooner to 
return to rescuc his companions. In 
1801 the Francis was Jost there with 


all hands, having on board the plate’ 


and cyuipage of the Duke of Kent, 
father of Queen Victoria, who was 
going to Canada:‘in a larger ship to 
command the troops there. After 
reaching Halifax he sent a gun brig 
to the island to scek for his plate, 
but she, too, was lost there, only 
three persons escaping. Much of the 
plate was found ,later in the homes 
_of the fisherfol én the mainland. 
A Life-Saving Station. 

After these disasters the admiralty 
established a Hfo saving station 
there, and it i8 maintained to this 
day. The lifo saving crew comprises 
sixteen men and their famillos, forty- 
five persons in all. They maintain a 
lighthouse on each end of the island, 
two shelter on each side between 
and a headquarters in the centre, 
The entire shore is patrolled every 
day and telephone conncction . is 
maintained Hétween all the stations, 
though the sand storms often cove? 
up both poles and lines. 

In 1822 the French frigate Afri- 
caine was driven ashore thero, but 
her whole crew of 210 men were Save 
ed by the coastguards, after her o-n 
boats had been broken to pieces. In 
1830 the British frigate Hero, with 
the transport Wellington, also came 
to an end there, with 627 persons 
aboard, but all got safely ashoro, 
In 1845 tho ship Arno drove on @ 
reef there, and every soul aboard, 
188, perished. In 1857 the brig Den- 
nett grounded on a bar, and 41 per- 
sons inct their death, though among 
the 16 rescued was an infant three 
months old. The ship struck in 
December, and the ones saved were 
badly frosted, but they had to re 
main there until the next May, as 
there is no ¢ommunication with it in 
winter, owing to the fearful storms 
which infest the region. 

Wrecked Ocean dteamers. 






Sablo Island counts a score of 
ocean steamers utaong “its victims. 
‘the Mungarian stranded there in a 
fog in 1860 and lives were lost. 
‘The Georgia followed in 18638, but 
her cighty people were saved. The 





Atlantic, a year later, carried down 
with her 415 souls out of 800. The 
Wyoming, in 1865, only escaped by 
throwing overboard $100,000 worth 
of cargo alter she grounded 09 the 
reefs, The Albion, in 1868, sacri- 
ficed Jherself and thirteen men upon 
this sandy spit. ‘Phe Reeve, in 1872, 
went to picces with her whole per- 
sonnel of twenty-seven. In 1879 the 
Virginia beat herself to pieces there 
with 261 persons on board, nine of 
whom perished by the over-turning 
of a boat in tho surf, A similar ac- 
cident following upon the wreck of 
the Amsterdam in 1884 cost the lives 
of fifteen of her crew, and in 1886 


the-Britannia was engulfed there, six 
Avamen\ and the captain's whole 
family gping down with her. 4 


Tho island is a visible portion of 
the vast Grand Kank fishing region, 
famous the world over. Here gather 
the American, Canadian, *Newfound- 
land and French fishing vessels, and 
for them ‘‘Sablon,”* as tho French 
call it, has a special ‘terror. Jt is 
impossible in this short article to 
give even on idea of the size of the 
fishing flotilla that has boen lost 
there, or of the army of fishermen 
whose bones strew the sandy bottotn. 
These craft, because of their lighter 
draught, approach the mound, and 
when storms arise they are driven 
against the shifting sand bars and 
demolished almost in an instant, men 
and hulls being sucked under and 
swallowed up in the scecthing sand 
billows. 

Attempt to Save Isiand. 

‘Tho erosion of the cliffs is so rapid 
that the western lighthouse has had 
to be moved inland three times since 
iis construction in 1873, and the 
whole island is slowly but surely 
sinking.

The 
lifting of the embargo, which has 
existed for generations upon the free 
transmission of news from Russia, 
came a8 a direct result of considcra- 
tion of tho subject by®the Czar. In 
some respects the action ia regarded 
as the most important since the 
emancipation of tho serfs. 

Tho internal censorship is to be ro- 
tained, but foreign despatches are to 
be entirely free. Inasmuch as a state 
of war exists telegrams from the 
theatre of hostilities will bo subject 
to the same kind of military cen- 
sorship enforced in all countrica un- 
der similar circumstances.

Washington, Feb. 20.—Sceretary

Tho lussian 
Squadron at Jibutil consists, so far 
as is known, of the battleship Os- 
labya, the cruiser Aurora, tho cruis- 
er Dmitri Dunokoi and a number of 
torpedo boat destroyers. 1t was re- 
ported from St. Petersburg, Feb. 15, 
that this squadron had been instruct- 
ed to romain at Jjbutil until fur-

+ Washington, Feb.  20.—China's 
note to Japan regarding neutrality 
Saya that special preparations have 
been ordered for the guarding — of 
Mukden and Shinnking. the sites of 
the Imperial mausolcuins and palac- 
es. A garrison has been despatched 
to all the districts west of Liao, 
which havo been evacuated by Itus- 
sia. China engaged, however, not to 
take such steps ‘‘as will make a 
rupture of friendly relations — in 
Manchuria,” adding that “there are 
localitica still in occupation by for- 
eign troops, and beyond the reach 
of the power of China, whtre the en-

Japan will not 
wantonly destroy property nor dis- 
regard the rights of citizens, But 
in the event, however, that they 
should ‘extend aid and comfort to 
the enemy of Japan, the Imperial 
Government reserve to themselves 
tho right to take such action as the 
circumstances require, 

“It remains to say, in conclusion, 
that the war is not being waged by 
the Japanese for the purpose of con- 
quest, but solely in defence of her 
legitimate interests, and, conse- 
quently, the Imperial Government 
have no intention «to acquire terri- 
tory at the expense of China as a 
result of the conflict. ‘The Imperial 
Government also wish the Inperial

derstand that whatever action may 
be taken by them on Chinese terri- 
tory, whichis mado the theatre of 
war, will be the result of snilitary 
necessity and not impairment of Chi-

A Natural Curiosity Which Tends te Ex- 
plain Biblical Miracle, 


Kew gardens, London’s celebrated 
horticultural grounds on the Thames, 
has a new plant which is of uncom- 
mon interest becauso of the ight 
which it seems to throw on ‘one of 
the most famous of the Old Testa- 
ment miracles. ‘This plant has Just 
been brouglt from the Arabian dc 
sert, and numerous scientists declare 
it.toe be identical with the *’burning 
bush’’ which Moses saw burst into 
flame at his approach and blaze for 
somo time without being consumed, 
The plant at Kew, which’ grows to 
the height of five or six fect, pos- 
sesses the remarkable property of ex- 
haling an inflammable gas from its 
flowers, which, on being approached 
by a light, takes fro and burns 
brightly for a few moments. . Tho 
plant in the meanwhile remains un- 
injured owing to its sap. 

In the hot deserts of Arabia, whero 
the plant naturally grows more vig- 
orously than at Kew, a larger quan- 
tity of this gas is cxhaled, and it 
is probable that the fierce rays of 
the sun froquently cause it to take 
fire, It cannot be said that the dis- 
covery of this plant and its strange 
characteristics adds greatly to the 
impregsivencss of the Bible story, 
but there it is, to be regarded as 
you please, 

In appearance the “‘burning bush” 
plant suggests an arid, sterile babi- 
tat. Its leaves are of a dull suge 
gteen color, and the gas exhaling 
blossoms are pale pink. 

it {is not gencrally known that 
numerous flowers give forth gases in 
a small degree, notably the lily of 
the valley and the meadow sweet. 
The blossoms of both these plants 
exhalo the fumes of deadly prussic 
acid by night, and all flowers throw 
of considerable quantities of carbonic 
actd gas in the darkness, this being 
why it is unhealthy to keep flowers 
in a bedroom.

‘Tho several ingredients mentioned 
above when mixed together make o 
powder. For the new scientific raz- 
orless shate you take one teaspoon- 
ful of the powder und mix it with 
three teaspoontu!s of water, making 
an paste which you apply to the face 
in a moderately thick and even lay- 
er with a brush froin your otherwise 
discarded shavings outiit. After four 
or five minutes moisten the lather 
with a sponge and in five minytes 
more you can wash the mixture of, 
leaving a beardless, gashless face. 

‘The new hair grows in much more 
siowly, but otherwise the cflect is 
the same as that of a razor shave, 
except the cost of the-new process, 
which is handly worth, considering.

Naval KXaeucemest Not Untikely. 


Four Russian warships that were 
at Viadivostock when the war start- 
cd cut their way out of tho ice there, 
and have previously been reported as 
threatening the northern coast of 
Japan. Once they were falsely ro- 
ported suhk by the Japanese. Hf 
they are now of the south coast of 
Japan, as indicated in the above 
despatch, they are a menace to the 
Japancse transports carrying the big 
army to Corea, though the latter 
are probably convoyed by a strong 
squadrgn of warships. A naval cn- 
gagement is thercforo not unlikely.

Port Arthur, Feb. -22.—Sounds of 
desultory firing at sca ore heard al- 
most nightly, and yesterday morn- 
ing firing was again heard. This is 
doubtless due to the attempted ap- 
proach of Japancse torpedo boats, 
but nothing serious has developed. 
The garrison is in excellent spirits 
and is Grmly convinced of the ulti- 
mate success of the Russian arms. 

The Novikrai prints a long article 
invoking historical pretedents to 
Prove the illegality of the Japancse 
declaration that coal and victuals 
will in cases be treated as contra- 
band of war. The paper describes 
Japan's attitude as barefaced pre- 
sumption and urgea the ncutral 
powers to disregard and not to re- 
fuse to supply belligerent ships with 
coal to carry them to their nearest 
home port. 

It follows, therefore, The Novikrai 
says, that the British Government 
should allow Russion ships at Sin- 
gapore to take on sufficient coal to 
enable them to reach Port. Arthur. 

Bazed Within 3 Months, 

Che Foo, . Feb.-22.—The Russian 
military authorities are pouring 
troops into Port Arthur as fast as 
Possible. All non-combatants aru 
leaving, and every preparation is 
being made for a protracted scige. 
Nothing has transpired ancnt tho 
Japancso movements, but high offi- 
cera declare Port Arthur will be 
taken within two months.

 semblage,”* Appiies te ‘the Rich and 
the Poer Alike, the Social Devetee, 
the Busizess Mas, the Rumble Werk- 
erand the Homekeeper—The Spring 
Fast.

Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. a1.—In 
this sermon the preacher sounds the 
Lenten call to all classes—the social 
devotee, the busincss man, the 
humble worker and the homekeoper, 
the rich and the poor alikc—as a 
summons to the annual duties of the 
season of spiritual preparation, The 
text is Jocl i, 14, *‘Sanctify yo @ 
fust; call a solemn assemblage.” 

Tho Presbyterian Church has en- 
rolled among its leaders many intel- 
lectuab'theologians. Entitled to a 
prominent place among them by his 
learning, philosophic acumen and 
sanctified common sense is Dr. Fran- 
cis L. Patton, formerly president of 
Prinecton University and now Presi- 
dent of Princeton Theological Semi- 
nary. Many of his weighty utter- 
ances have impressed uw, but none 
tnore than one he made on the ¥alue 
and usefulness of the Episcopalian 
Church. 

His words in substance were: ‘‘I 
believe the Episcopalian Church is 
one of the most effective churches in 
existence to-day. I belicve in its 
ritual; I believe in its teachings. If 
I were not a Presbyterian, I would 
certainly be an Episcopalian. But, 
tuvugh [ love aad enor the Hpis- 
copalian Church, I also believe that 
the most absurd of monstrosities is 
« Presbyterian in his form of wor- 
ship trying to ape an Episcopalian. 
While we are Presbyterians Ict us re- 
main Presbyterians. When we want 
to become Episcoplaians in our 
fourm of worship, in responsive read- 
ings and in all that tho Episcopali- 
an service implies, let us become 
Episcopalians. But do not let us 
try to change tho Presbyterian pul- 
pit into a chancel or the grand 
old simple service of the Presbyteri- 
an Church into,a concert by a sure 
pliced choir and ‘nto the liturgy of 
the Episcopalian Church."* 

Amen, say I, to the sound advice 
of Dr. Patton. Tho simple doxology, 
the two or three congregational 
hymns, the chapter read from tho 
Bible, the carnest prayers and the 
doctrinal as well as practical sermon 
can never bo excelled -fs a service 
for the grand old church which tho 
naincs of John Calvin and John 
Knox and Thomas’ Chalmers and 
Thomas Guthric and Lowell Mason 
and William ‘Taylor and John Hall 
have made immortal. But, though 
I would not have the Presbyterian 
Church adopt a ritual, I. still in- 
sist that the Episcopalian Church 
has not an exclusive title to all the 
good things she may hold dear. Es- 
pecially do I aflirm that she has not 


a sole right to her spring fast, 
which starts with Ash Wednesday 
and closes with Easter’s dawn. 


"Way back in Jovl we read the com- 
mand, “Sanctify ye a fast: call a 
solemn assemblage.’ Hf that divine 
command is still in force for us as 
for God's ancient people, is there a 
better time for its observance than 
the period preceding our commemor- 
‘ation of the passion and resurrection 
of our Lord? It was at this season 
of the year, too, that the Master 
withdrew to the desert before the 
beginning of his ministry and there, 
fasting for forty days, prepared for 
the ordeal of his temptation. It will 
be woll for Presbyterians as for 
Episcopalians to meditate on that 
experience of our Lord and draw 
near to him in our hearts: We must 
have sclf abnegation for sin before 
We can truly have closer union with 
God. Therefore the purpose of this 
sermon is to show why tho Episco- 
palian Lent should become a Pree 
byterian Lent, also why the ‘spring 
fast,"’ which is the time of the 
“lengthening of daya,’’’ should) be 
observed aly the world over by all 
Christians, no matter to what Indi- 
vidual churches they may’ belong. 
The Episcopalin Lent, in the first 
place, calis a hilt to the social dis- 
sipations now being practiced in all 
the large cities, It cries, ‘Peace, be 
still!’’ to the social whirlpool, which 
is gradually sucking down its many 
struggling victims as Peter was 
once being drawn into.tho depths of 
the Galilean lake. It says to the 
women of the s'social nbyss,"’ “You 
have something © higher to live for 
than a nightly round of receptions 
and parties and a never ending: suc- 
cession of afternoon teas."" It says 
to the young men of the . ‘social 
abyss."’swho, under the power of 
stimulants, are trying to work in 
the store day by day and to dance 
aimost every night until L or 2 
o'clock in the morning, ‘Young 
man, you had Letter stop and can- 
sider to what purpose you are © do- 
voting the best energies of your 
live.” It warns the social devotee of 
the spiritual danger of his course, 
asa noted New York capitalist 
warned -him of the financial danger, 
when some time ago he said: ‘Tho 
young men who will not succeed in 
business are those who night — after 
night may be found. in tho ball- 
rooms and the dance halls and at 
the city clubhouses drinking a little, 
pluying cards a little end cating 
expensive dinners, They are some- 
times called the drones of society. 
This is a misnomer. Like-some small 
insects that sport for a day in tho 
suintnuer sinshinu,. they are minuto 
destractives, “Their lives in tha 
econumy of socinl Jile make one of 
the petty acencies of « neration.”* 
Was not the capitalist right? Are 
not the ball-roum acd the dance hall 














and ‘thd clubhouse # continual men- 
face to success én busincss?» Can a 
young man igo to a# “progressive 
guchre party and play cards ~ until 
11 o'clock and sit down to a mid- 
night banquct und then bo in tho 
tight physical and mental trim to 
sell goods In tho. store the next 
morning? 1s not the social shrine 
also “a very poor foundation -upon 
which to build the altar of Jesus 
Christ? Is not most of its influence 
spiritually depleting? Somo timo 
ago I read a wonderful book entit!- 
ed ‘The Call of the Wild."* The’ cen- 
tral figuro of that story was a ina; 
nificent dog, a cross betWoen a © St. 
Bernard and o Great Dance. He was 
stolen from ‘his California home and 
sent far north into the Klondike re- 


gions, where ho was compelled to 
drag the miners’ slcds over the- 
Alaskan ‘snows. Jack London, the 


writer, with a master hand tracca 
him from a great, big, loving house 
dog down and down until ho {is a 
dog thic! among dog thicves. He 
traces his degeneracy down and 
down until at last the bayinga of 
the wolvea call him into the dark- 
ness of ‘the northern: forests, and 
“the call of tho wild'’’ is answered 
by ‘‘the response of the wild.’ 

‘Is not socicty’s call too often ‘‘the 
call of the wild?’’ In the social 
world when you give a banquet do 
you not for the most part ask only 
thoso in your own social set? Do 
you obey the divine command, 
“When thou makest a dinner or a 
supper call not thy friends nor thy 
brethren, neither. thy kinsmen nor 
thy rich neighbors leat. they also 
bid thee again and a recompense be 
.made thee, But when thou makest a 
feast call the poor, the maimed, the 
lame, the blind, and thou shalt be 
blessed, for they cannot recompense 
thee, but thou shalt be recompensed 
at the resurrection of the just.”" Ie 
not socicty’s call often ‘the call of 
the wild’’ becauso it Is a call to 
seUishness,. the call of only doing 
good to them who do good to you? 
1s it not often the call merely of 
wealth to associate with wealth and 
social caste with social caste? Oh, 
ye worshipers at tho social shrincs, 
better heed to-day the Lenten call! 
Metter snull out tho many lights of 
the ball-rooms and the banquet 
halls! Know ye not that during the 
“spring fast’’ the lowly Nazarene ia 
knocking at the door of your hearts 
trying to get in? 

Thy Episcopalian Lent, in the next 
place, is a protest against business 
absorption. It says to the merchant, 
the manufacturer and the profession- 
al man: ‘You have a right to work. 
Indeed, you must work and work 
hard if you are to support your 
fainily and meet™the financial necessi- 
ties which are yours. But, oh, man, 
you have no right to make the ac- 
quisition of money the chicf object 
of your life any more than you have 
a right to live to eat. ‘By the sweat 
of thy face shalt thou cat bread.’ 
But that sweat should not make 


theo indifferent to God or to tho 
higher purposes of life, for, which 
thou wert created," 

_- But the great danger of | moncy 


mnaking is ‘that the acquisition of 
wealth moy become a passion. The 
calls of the moncy market  hecorme 
s0 great and urgent that an aver- 
age business man does not feel that 
he has time to stop and think about 
his relations to God. But though 
the business world would demand alt 
of a man’s energies, the Lenten 
Season comes into a busy merchant's 
life and says, “Oh, man, you xhould 
never be too busy to take time to 
think of your responsibilitics to 
Godt" . 

The Episcopalian Lent, in the noxt 
piace, is a time for spiritual house 
cleaning. As the “spring fast’ im- 
lnediately succeeds the ti:zny when 
the business man takes an account 
of stock, we find the’ spring fast 
comes just before the days when tho 
housewives are turning the houses 
upside down in their semi-annual ate 
tacks upon the dust and the moths. 
11 is the time which we husbands 
dread, but it is the | housceleaning 
time, which eyery prudent wife de 
clares is essential for the physical 
health of her family. It is absolutely 
necessary to keep physical dirt out 
of a house, yet in spite of all pre- 
cautions it will keep creeping in ev- 
erywhere, Although the workmen in 
the Philadelphia mint aro as careful 








as they can be, the dirt and the 
fine particles of gold will sift 
through the floor cracks, So great 


are these siftings that every year 
the floor is taken up and the dirt is 
feparated from the gold, and thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of ‘gold arg 
thus collected for the United State 
treasury. In spite of all our p 
cautions tho minute, innumerable 
stains of sin’ will creep into thr 
heart. Thereforo cach year it,is very 
desirable to obey the gall to the 
Lenten spring fant. £ 

Once a year is certainly not too 
often to take a spiritual accounting 
and to conduct a serious self exaini- 


nation. The call to a fast should 
reach the ear of every Christian, 
What sfocs that’) mean? Shall our 


wives and mothers and sisters go to 
the grocer and the butcher und tho 
baker and say, "We do not want any 
nore meat or Vegetables or bread 
‘for the next forty days?” Does it 
mean that all the members of a 
home shall go without sihysical: nut- 
rition, as Dr, Tanner fasted for-forty 
days and -Lecnard Thress fasted for 
fifty days und Rev. C. H. Dalrymple 
fasted for thirty-nine days and Mil- 
ton Rathburn fasted for thirty-six 
days and Estella F. Kuenzel fasted 
for forty-one days? Oh, no. ‘The 
hodit of fasting, inspired by boastful 
folly ond the, desire’ of seeing how 
long we cau live without tasting 
food, is just as sinful as the oppo- 
site extreme of gluttony, to sce how 
much one can cat without utterly de- 
stroying the smooth workings of the 
digestive organs, 

Spiritual housecleaning doce not 
mean the complete abstinence from, 
physical food. It docs meen em 
phatically the reconsccration and the 
rededication of the domestic ‘fireside 
to Jesus Christ through self qlnega- 
tion,” It incans that we shall have 
prayers at the cradle. It means that 
we shall have prayers in the bed- 
roomicand prayers in thé partor and 
prayers in the. sitting room cnd 





aiing room patel a gospel 
Danquet of the ‘*pread of) tile,"” ‘| 
The Lenton: season .in’ the home 
means simply the’ spiritual prepara- 
tion for Christ to visit) the home, 
When Martin Farquhar Tupper,: the 
famous English’ poet, came to visit 
us in Drooklyn we gave to him the 
very best room? in ths house. We; 
gathered together “Ute jinost | farzors 
literary. men of the city, to’ meet hii. 
At that party Horace Grecley came, 
and William Cullen Br¥ant came and 
read his’ ‘°Thanatopsis,’* and George 
William Curtis came, -and I think 
John G. Whittier came... I well re 
member my mother giving to mo 
‘Tupper’s popular book, ‘*Proverbial 
Philosophy,"’ and‘ saying: ‘Read 
that book, You should know who 
Martin Farqubar-Tupper is before he 
comes,’ and then you can honor him 
as he should be honored,’* Jn like 
manner the Lenten season in the 
home is an apnpopriate time for the 
spiritual prepafation for Christ's 
coming to the home. The children 
should be told all about him and ba 
prepared to welcome the Saviour as 
a friend, Tho cook and the chamber- 
maid should. be told all about him, 
80 that they may know how Christ 
loved Martha, the busy cook, as well 
as the gentlo Mary who sat at his 
feet. Home friends should be told 
all about him, so that they also way 
come in and honor the divine guest. 
We should prepare to. greet Christ 
not as a stranger, but as a long 
loved and anxiously awaited friend. 
The Lenten scason is an annual 
plea for the spiritualization of the 
church. Ministers of the different 
Protestant Churches are more and 
more getting into the custom of 
going into a ‘‘retreat’’ at Icast onco 
a year, where by fasting and prayer 
they inay spiritually prepare them- 
selves for their cccleslastical minis- 
trations. At Icast once a year as 
church members we should go into a 








spiritual ‘‘retreat.’" In that ‘‘re- 
treat’’ we should call upon’ our 
Heavenly Father that the Holy 


Spirit may bless us in our relation- 
ship with our midweek prayer meet- 
ings and Sunday schools and Chris- 
tian Endeavor Socictics and bless us 
in our relationship to his great 
church at large. 

After Jesus Christ drove the moncy 
changers out of the temple, wero the 
attempts to secularize the house of 
God into 9 place for mere cducation- 
ul and literary and musical and so- 
cial and financial enjoyment forever 
abandoned? Dy not some of us, con- 
sciqusly and unconsciously, fall into 
the error of coming to church merely 
on account of the oratorical gifts of 
the preacher? Did not thousands 
upon thousands of worshipers sit at 
the fect of a Beecher, g Cumming, a 
Nowland Hill and a John Wesley, 
not because’ they were worshiping 
God, but rather because they werv 
worshiping q brilliant man? 

We know that the finest living mu- 
sical composer of Italy leads tho 
Vatican choir and the finest organist 
of all London is master of St. Paul's 
famous organ and that Plymouth 
church was not more noted for tho 
fact that it had one of the greatest 
of musicians, who vas able to mako 
its organ pipes weep and sob as 
well as sound a mighty hosanna. Are 
not some of our churches on account 


of their wealth being more and 
more secularized into mere social 
clubs? «Do not) many professional 


men go to church not for the spiri- 
tual good they may get out of those 
churches, but that they may be able 
to come In touch with those who 
worship in those congregations? — Is 
it not becoming more gnd more the 
custom for the members of tho 
church boards of trustees to jJudze.of 
the success or the failure of the 
church by the criterion of money—by 
the way that church in its collec- 
tions ix able to take in as well as 
give out wealth? 

Oh, yes, my friends, the church 
members should heed the Lenten sum- 
mons, They should heed tho spiri- 
tual call, which soara above the dis- 
cordant ones of the busy marts even 
as the clear note of the thrush may 
be heard above the bedlam of the 
woods sounding the reveilly of the 
morning. ‘They should hear tho Len- 
ten call which says to the clergy- 
man, “Oh, ordained undershepherd of 
the Christian pulpit, down on your 
kneca and pray!"" Lent calls to the 
ekiers and deacons and Sunday. 
school officers, **Down on your knees 
and pray!’ It calls to the lay 
menders, whether bediamonded and 


_in—~silks or in humble homespun, 


“Down on four knees in prayert’’ 
Oh, thav we might all heed th: spiri- 
tual Venten call and make Christ's 
church a veritable ‘‘house of pray- 
er.”" 

Thus, my friends, the spring fast 
calls to the men in the social world 
and to the men in tho business world 
and to the men in the hoine and to 
the men in the church to come to 
prayers, It calla at this time be- 
cause on the coming Ash Wednesday 
we shall celebrate the beginning of 
one of the most triumphant and yet 
saddest times of all Christ's earthly 
existence. The Jordanic baptism was 
just over, Christ was about to begin 
his divine mission. We know not 


how far tho human nature ho a 
sumed may have obscured for the 
time the divine attributes he pos 


sessed. It may be that in those for- 
ty days of solitary thought and 
prayer he ‘realized more clearly than 
in his former years the sublimity of 
his work and of his scarifice. Ho saw 
what his work was to be. Hd saw 
how he must carry the burden of 
man’s sins and die for man and be 
resurrected before ho could return to 
his Father's throne. 
May this coming spring fast of the 
Lenten season bs to you also a 
time of spiritual awakening. May it 
be a timo when-you will not only 
realize that God has ao glorious 
earthly work for; you to do, but a 
time when you can realize that after 
work, is done you shall, live on and 
on and with Christ -and never die. 
May you during the next coming 
forty days bo much in prayer, much 
in earnest beseechment. May you 
also feel and know that the way 
you are to bo dest fitted for that 
eurthly work is by the depth of your 
repentance as well as by ‘the height 
of your glorious and triumphant

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ANCIENT BABYLON, 


Its Great Wall Was One of the Won- 
ders of Those Days, 

According to Herodotus, the Anctent 
city of Babylon stood on a broad, level 
plain and was an exact square of four- 
teen miles each way, making the entire 
cireult of the city fifty-six miles. It 
was protected both by a wall and a 
moat, the latttr being broad and deep 
and kept constantly filled with water. 
Bat the wall was the wonder of won- 
ders, being 93 1-3 fect in width and an 
even 200 feet in helght. This monster 
barrier was provided with 100 gates,: 
all of solid brass, the lintels and side 
pleces being in bronze. Cross walls 
ran along the bhnks of the Euphrates, 
each provided with twenty-five gates, 
which corresponded to the number of 
streets running In each direction from 
the river. 3 

The most remarkable edifice inside 
the wall was the temple of Bel, a pyra- 
mid of eight square stadia. |On the 
summit of this pyramid stood a pure 
gold image of Bel forty feet high, two 
other smaller figures of the same pre- 
cious metal and a golden table forty feet 
long and fifteen feet wide. ‘This won- 
derful city frst came promf{nently into 
the history of the world in the year 747 
B. C., but since the time of Alexander 
the Great it bas been a ritin, the site 
having at one time been spur lost.

Care of Baby's Mouth. 

A talk on the care and feeding of in- 
fants was given under the auspices of 
the department of health by Dr. Sam- 
uel Doskow of Philadelphia recently. 
Infection by means of the mouth and 
infantile dentition was the subject. 

Dr. Doskow said: “After every meal 
wash the baby’s mouth with a solution 
of borax in water. Wrap a plece of soft 
cloth around the Singer, then dip it in 
the solution and wipe out the mouth 
and upper surface of the tongue. If the 
baby {is fed on the bottle the rubber 
nipple should be put fn boiling water 
for a few minutes before it is used. In 
dolng this fermentation of the milk 
Will be prevented, and as a result there 
will be no colic, 

“Don't give the baby soothing sirup 
or similar medicines while it is teeth- 
ing. If the baby suffers much let a 
dentist or a physician lance the gums 
freely. 

“It is absolutely necessary to kcep 
sweets from children in order to pre- 
serve thelr teeth. Sweets cause a fer- 
mentation that destroys the tooth 
structure. Children’s teeth should be 
cleaned before they are put in bed and, 
before and after each meal.”

MAY MOBILIZE WHOLE ARMY 





Within Iwo Weeks 100,000 Sten Will 
Have Brom Added te the 390,000 Rus- 
sian Troups Already ip Munchuria—Aa 
Maermeus Consignment of Artillery 
En Meute—Port Arthur Authorities Say 
Japanese Mave Lanced In Corea Ouly, 


St. Petersburg, Feb, 22,—Count 
Kutaissoff, war governor of Irhutsk, 
has returned to his post to hasten 
the forwarding of men and war ma- 
terial across Lake Baikal, It is n- 
ported all the sgramers of the yolun- 
teor Heets are to’ be armed. 

Military activity is proceeding on 
an ever-increasing scale, and all is 
in readiness for the mobilization of 
the entire Russian army should that 
become necessary. In a fortnight 
100,000 additional troops will be in 


Manchuria. Three army corps of 
Siberian rifles have already been 
organized, and w fourth soon will 


lecome completed. There is also a 
brigade of Cossack artillery armed

Squadron Used Russian Signals 
in Fresh Bombardment. 





Streng Russian Feree Reperted te Be 

* sevieg Southward of Wiju and Anje— 
General Jap Advance Plaaned te Be- 
gin To-day—Oppesing Fatreis Already 
ia Teuch, aad a Batile Is Imminent— 
Kusslans Fire ex Britioh Steamer. 


London, Fob. 23.—The Nagasaki 
correspondent. of The Daily Tele- 
graph, under date of Fob. 223, re 
ports that tho Japancse squadron 
has captured four Russian torpedo 
bonts at Port Arthur by means of 
using: Russian signals. This despatch 
appears to confirm reports from 
various quarters of a fresh attack 
on Port Arthur by the Japanese. 
Tho report reached Nagasaki from 
Che Foo, and it adds that the Rus~ 
sian crews of the four torpedo boats 
have been transferred. 

May Mave Mvem Kariler Attack, 


No other news of this attack has 
been received in London, but the’ 
Che Foo correspondent of The Morn- 
ing. Post, in a despatch dated yes- 
terday, says the statement is cur- 
rent that the Japanese torpedo boat 
destroyers, in tho attack on Port. 
Arthur gf Feb. 14, sunk or damaged 
two Russian battleships, in addition 
to tho torpedo boat already report- 
ed. It is possiblo, therefore, that the 
report of The Telegraph's Nagasaki 
cortespondent also refers to the 
carlicr attack. 

The report that large bodies of 
Cossacks and other troops are occu- 
pying Newchwang and Hsinmingtin 
ere unfounded. 

Mritish Cencentrating, 


A Maily Mail despatch from 
Hong Kong says a British squadron 
is concentrating there, and that a 
corresponding French concentration 
of warships ia occurring at Saigon, 
Indo-China; this ia supposedly a re-, 
sult of the Anglo-French understand- 
ing. 

According to the Nagasaki corres- 
pondent of The Daily Telegraph, the 
American squadron, the- vessela of 
which are variously reported at Cho 
Foo and Shanghai, ia going to de- 
monstrate at the mouth of the Yalu 
River. 

Indefinite Reports Printed. 

Indefinite reports of the movements 
of troops in the vicinity of the Yalu 
River, and statements of attompta 
to cut the Siberian Railroad, aro 
also published this morning. 

The Wei-Hai-Wei correspondent of 
Tho Times describes a visit - to 
Chemulpo, on Feb. 19, and the Jap- 
anese landing of rations — there, 
which he says demonstrated § that 
the Japancse military organization 
is superior to that of any European 
power, A general Japanese advance 
along the Vekin road to Pingyang, 
Corea, the correspondent continues, 
is expected shortly. 

Japan's Fecsible Intent. 

It is believed that while the sca 
power of Russia at Viadivostock is 
intact, the Japancse will not at- 
tempt to land on the eastern coast 
of Corea. As an evidence of Japan's 
intention, it is worthy of note that 
her cruisers are busy patrolling to- 
wards the northwest of Corea, and 
that she is not landing artillery at 
Chemulpo, 

Everything suggesta an immediate 
dash for a strategic position in 
Northern Corea, the correspondent 
concludes, and it is possible the 


“Russians aro considerably farther 


south than is supposed. 

A Tokio correspondent of Reuter's 
Tolegram Company says he learns 
frony a reliable source that the Rus- 
sian minister to China, Paul Lea- 
sar, has successfully bribed Chineso 
officials, with the result that tho 
instructions given tho gunboat Mand- 
jur to leave Shanghai wero cancell- 
ed. The Japanese Government con- 
siders this to be a breach of Chinese 
neutrality, and is taking steps in’ 
the matter. 

Admiral Teoge Attsoks, 

Tokio, Fob. 23.—It/ is reported 
bore that Vice-Admiral Togo has 
again attacked Port Arthur. It is 
impossible to confirm the statement,’ 
but the navy department says it has 
had no news from Togo yesterday.’ 
It is considered very probable that 
the vice-admiral has mado another, 
attack on tho Russians, as he is 
engaged in blockading Port Arthur, 

Jap Advasce To-day. 

Seoul, Fob, 23.—Reports have been 
received that a strong Russian force 
which concentrated south of the 
Yalu River and occupied successively 
Wiju and Anju, is now moving 
southward. A gencral Japanese ad- 
vance begins to-day, and as the op- 
posing patrols are already in touch, 
a battle is imminent. The Russian 
force consists largely of Cossacks, 

Snpances Inciting Brignods. ¥ 

St. Peteraburg, Feb. 23.—Heavy. 
snows and blizzards over the Si- 
berian railroad, especially cast of 
Baikal, are largoly increasing the 
difficulties of transporting troops, 
lesides better enabling Chinese bri- 
gands to operate. Japancso agents 
are reported at North Viadivostock 
inciting the brigands to action. 

Meof and Vegetable Searelty. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 23.—Port Ar- 
thur is said to be entirely out of 
beef and vegetables and drawing up- 
on Dalny for a slim supply. The 
Pronto was sent from Port Arthur 
tu-Dalny for refugees, While leaving 
Port Arthur with all lights out sho 
Was fired upon by a Russian cruiser, 
fifteen shots striking her upper 
works.

‘Will Be Set Apart at Once. 





Prepesal Was Msde By Bea, Jehu Dry- 
den im the Legislature—Trees Fer 
Plastisg im Twe and a Male Years

Toronto, Feb. 24.—In the Logis- 
lature yesterday, the debate on .the 
budget was confinucd by Alr. Suth- 
erland (South Oxford).

On this question he said: It 
was @ strange thing, that in the life 
of a gencration so much of the area 
of the province had been denuded of 
timber. Some of this land was un- 
fit for farming and pasture, and. it 
was proposed to help the farmers 
to procure suitable trees for plant- 
ing by setting apart a small area at 
the Agricultural College farin as a 
forest tree nursery, where forest 
trees would be grown. It was ex- 
pected that the seeding would — be 
commenced within a few months, so 
that in two or two and a half years 
the firct lot of trees would be 
ready for planting. Meantime on 
educational campaign would be be 
gun, and steps taken to affect such 
organization as might be needed to 
cuver a portion of the province, and 
in this way the work would spread 
until {it embraced ‘the whole pro- 
vince, 

Mr. Dryden said none of the pro- 
ducts of the farm had. flowed into 
the Provincial Treasury through tux- 
ation, but on the other hand out of 
the resources of tho province the 
Government was able to contribyte 
towards tho wealth of the - farmers. 
Hv regretted that thero was so much 
talk of West Elgin and North Water- 
loo,, which subjects nguscated the 
people of Ontario, be wads just “a 
liltle bit afraid.

The child must not be shaken 
and‘punished until the object Is remov- 
ed, and above all'the nurse or mother 


| Must’ not grope for it- with hairpin or 


tweezers, for that‘is the way to push 
it farther in or to wound or even rup- 
ture the delicate drum membrane, an 
accident which may’ be ‘followed by 
complete deafness and even Geath 
should a serious inflammation ensue. * 


There is perhaps one exception to this: 


Fule of leaving a foreign body alone un- 
til the doctor comes. Occasionally in-

CHOCOLATE CAKE. 


A Recipe That Will Produce a Dell- 
, eleus Confection. 

. Here is a recipe for making a dell- 
clous chocolate cake: : 

Pat into a saucepan a cupful of 
ar, a half cupfol of milk, a half cup 
of broken chocolate, the yolk of an egg 
and a teaspoonful of vanilla. Beat the 
mixture well and place on the stove un- 
tl it begins to boll an& becomes 
smooth, but do not let it get too thick. 
Then set it away to cool, While coollhg 
beat a half cupful of butter until it be- 
comes creamy, add a cupful of sugar 
and two well beaten eggs, a half cupful 
of milk in which a scant teaspoonful 
of soda has been dissolved, two cupfuls 
of flour and lastly the cooled mixtute. 
Bake in four tins {n a moderate oven 
for twenty minutes. 

When the cakes are cooled spread 
over and between the sheets icing made 
as follows: Boll two cupfuls of granu 
lated sugar with a quarter cupful of 
water for five minutes. Beat the whites 
of two eggs to a froth and pour the hot 
sirup upon them, beating all the while 
until well mixed. The icing may be 
used at once. If you do not wish to 
frost the sides of the cake a piece of 
stiff writing paper can be pinned 
around the cake.—Washington Star. 


THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Boll three or four onions in a pint of 
water, apply with a soft brush to gilt 
frames, and files will keep off them. 

Do not use soap in washing a stained 
or painted floor; use clear water in 
which a ttle borax has been dissolred. 

To clean cut glass wash articles, let 
them dry and afterward rub them with 
prepared chalk and a soft brush, care 
fully going into all the cavities. 

To extinguish a chimney on fire take 
a large handful of sulphur and throw it 
into the fire, When the sulphurous 
fumes ascend they will at once put out 
the fire. 

A small tray of quicklime placed in 
closets after they have been thoroughly 
cleaned will be found excellent for 
keeping the alr pure and absorbing 
moisture, The lime must be frequent- 
ly renewed.

| “A DURABLE FOOT REST. 


One That Is Well Deslaned and Eas- 
fly Made at Home, ; 
The illustration given below shows a 
well designed foot rest. durable and 
easily made at bome, as It is very sim-

It is made of seven-eighths inch stuff. 
The typ end boards wére nailed togeth- 
er before sawing to” re their’ being 
exactly alike, The patterh was ‘marked 
out on one board ‘and nailed ‘to the 
other through the heatt bhaped space 
which was" sawed out, “A’‘strip: one 
inch was nailed al) around the 


underneath top, giving the appearance 


of a thick 
with about six layers of newspaper, 
over which a piece of silence cloth, 
such as is used on dining tables, was 
placed and tacked down here and there 
so that the leather cover folded under 
nicely, This was done before putting 
together. The sheepskin, which I 
bought at a bookbinders’ supply house, 
cost 75 cents and was a tan shade. I 
colored the leather strips with red ink. 
The strips were made from scraps left 
after cutting out the square piece for 
the top, which measured 22 by 32, leay- 
ing ample room to turn under. The 
strips were stitched through before cor- 
ering. The holes in the leather were 
made with a punch. The balance of 
the wood was stalned and polished. 
The pleces were then ready to put to- 
gether. Constant use will give the 
leather a dark, rich color, The actual 
cost of this foot rest was $1.65. The 
price in a store would hare been $7.— 
Ladles’ Home Journal.

White castile soap in powder, twenty- 
two minims; lanolin, an ounce; tine 
ture benzoln, one and a half drams. 
Mix with sufficient cold water to make 
milk-like cream.

Unsted States Gete Wide Strip Acresa 
the Isthmas, 


Washington, Feb. 24.—The Panama 





treaty has been ratified. The vote 
Was 66 to 14. 
Washington, Feb, 24.—The prin- 


cipal feature of the Canal treaty os 
ratified follows: 

Panama grants the United States 
in perpetuity a canal Strip extend- 
ing five miles on cach side of the 
centre of the canal and across — the 
Isthmus three miles in the Carri- 
bean and the same distance into the 
Pacific with the proviso that Colon 
and Panama are not included in tho 
grant. 

The United States exercises sov- 
cignty over this territory, polices it 
and provides its law. 

Monoply of transportation across 
the Isthmus is also granted the 
United States. 

In return for these concessiona the 
Untited States guarantees and will 
maintain the independence of tho 
Republic of Panama. 

Canal Will Be Dug, 


Yashington, Feb, 24.—As soon as 
he learned of the ratification by tho 
United States Senate of the Pan- 
ama cana! treaty, M. Bunau-Varil- 
Ja, the Minister from Panama, sent 
the following cablegram to President 
Amador of the Republic of Panama: 
“The Senate has ratified-the Hay- 
Varilla treaty. This gréat histori- 
cal fact insures the completion Jot 
tHe Panama Canal and the protec: 
tion of Panama Republic.”

London, Feb, 24.—The Che Foo 
correspondent of The Morning Post, 
under yesterday's date, says 40,000 
tory Japanese troops have landed 
at Chemulpo, and that he had re- 
cvived confirmation of the report 
that somo Japancsc have landed at 
Pigeon Bay, others at Talicnwan, 
and that’ an engagement occurred 
on tho night of Feb. 12. 


Constant Fight at Fert Arther 


According to The Standard’s cor- 
Tespondent at Seoul, the Japanese 
bombarded Port Arthur at intervals 
between the 8th and tho 14th of 
February, inflicting, however, but 
alight injuries, Tho report is con- 
firmed, this correspondent continues, 
that 70 miles of railroad track and 
some important bridges have been 
destroyed between Harbin and Val- 
divostock, 

If the latter report is truc it would 
be a great advantage to the Japan- 
css, a8 Viadivostock is known to 
be very badly supplicd, and it there- 
force could not long resist a Japan- 
ese attack. There is still, however, 
ba ares of actual operations of any 

nd. 

In a despatch from Tokio, a cor- 
respondent of The Times says some 
hundreds of Cossacks reached Chong- 
ju, 30 miles south of the Yalu Riv- 
tr, the afternoon of Feb. 20. Thirty 
troopers crossed the river at Kazan, 
the same evening, thus arriving 
within 45 miles of Pingyang, Corca. 
I~ is understood the Dict will mect 
the middle of March for the Intro- 
duction of the sar budget. 

‘A correspondent of The Times at 
Wel-Hai-Wei says he hears that all 
the mechanics at Port Arthur, Dalny 
and Viadivostock, arc Chinese, and 
that it is impossible for the Russi- 
ana to repair their damaged war- 
ships.

London, Feb. 24.—Russian scouts 
are known to be at Anju, and it 
is believed two companies of Japan- 
eso are already at Pingyang.  Iim- 
mediate skirmishing is possible ut 
several points. As an evidence of 
the Japancse intentions, it is 
worthy of notice that their cruisers 
are busy patroling toward the north- 
west coast of Corea.

Toronto, Fep. 25.—The whole af- 
ternoon was taken up in the Legis- 
laturo yesterday with routine mat- 
ters, and the debate on the budget 
was not reached till the evening sit- 
ting. 

De Jessop’s motion, that a mcm- 
orial be presented to the Dominion 
Governnient praying that the export 
of natural gas to the United States 
be prohibited, and Dr. Nesbitt's, de- 
claring against the granting of aid 
to railways except on the express 
condition that whe passenger rato 
upon such read shall not oxteed two 
cents a mile, were allowed to stand 
until after tho debate on the bud- 
get. 

Dr. Routledge gave the House a 
description of the operation of dock- 
ing a horse's tail, while asking that 
his bill to prohibit the practice be 
given a setond reading. 

The bill goes to the Agriculture 
Committee. 

Mr. McKay's bill giving an officer 
of the law power to take a pedlar 
before a magistrate, if the  pedlar 
cannot produce his license on the 
spot, Was read a second time. 

Several municipal act amendments, 
proposed by Messrs. Lrown, Rickard, 
I’reston, Beck and Fox, were refer- 
red to the Municipal Commitee. 

Col. Matheson again asked when 
the Temiskaming accounts would be 
submitted, and Mr. Latchford said 
they would be ready during the pre- 
sent week, 

Teo Prevent Over Capitalization. 


Mr. Hoyle introduced a bill to 
amend the Ontario Companies’ Act 
by calling on joint stock companics 
to furnish full information in’ their 
prospectuses for the guidance of pro- 
spective investors. Mr. Hoyle cx- 
plained that his object was to pre- 
vent over capitalization and water- 
ing of stocks. The present bill did 
not give the protection to the in- 
vesting public that it should. His 
Lill proposed to legalize the payment 
of commissions to promoters of Joint 
Stock companies, but these payments 
must be defined in the prospectuses.” 
He had practically made a transcript 


of the sections of the. Imperial Act 
that apply to the conditions com- 
plained of. The linperial bill had 
given general satisfaction after a 
trial of three years. 
Weald Net Fitia Act. 

The Attorney-General, replying, 

said the object of Mr. Hoyle was 


teritorious, but the amendment pro- 
posed wus entirely inconsistent with 
the Ontario Companies’ Act. While 
Mr. Hoyle was not a lawyer he was 
a pretty good = substitute for onc, 
and had done his share of law re- 
forming on the other side; but he 
ould point out that the present 
act was designed to protect the in- 
vesting public in the direction of the 
proposed amendment. While he was 
in favor of affording every protec- 
tion the amendment of Mr.. Hoyle 
would not do at all. He suggested 
the appointment of a Local Govern- 
tnent Board, tho same as they havo 
in England, to pass upon every ap- 
plication of joint stock companies. 
It could assist municipalities in In- 
sixting on the carrying out of agree 
ments made between municipalitics 
and these companics. It would be 
well worth while for the House to 
consider such a proposition. 
Prevides Yor Medress, 


Mr, Hoyle said the present act pro- 
vided for redress jf any misrepresen- 
tation is mpde in the prospectus of a 
company, but it did not provide for 
ahy omissions. 

Hon, Mr. Stratton sald very often 
meu who subscribe for stock did not 
ge the information contained in the 
of en- 
thusinstic promoters. It was impos- 
sible to make enactments that 
would entirely protect the  unsus- 
pecting public. Under our act, where 
misleading prospectuses are issucd, 
the directors are made personally li- 
able. 

The bill was Jot on a division. 

The debate on the budget was 
continued by Mr. Clark (East North- 
umberland), and Mr. Macdiarmid.

NATURE'S REMEWIES 


The Medicines That Are Used by the 
Backwoods Folke. 





“When the bush farmer becomes 
aflicted with any of the numerous 
trifling ills which make mankind 


wretched,”” said the returned visitor 
from our northern cquntry, “he docs 
not waste much time on doctors, but 
gocs straight to the woods or the 
attic for nature's own remedies. 
There is one old mun whom I have 
met with pack basket on shoulder 
and shears and a rough board stool 
in his mittened hands going after 
yarrow, which, dried, is a standby 
for coughs when it has been made 
into a wicked looking brew. Fir 
balsam, coaxed drop by drop from 
tho blisters which swell on the. bdal- 
sam fir at full moon, is @ sovercign 
remedy for chest and lung com 
plaints. 

“Gravel weed, by which nanie they 
insult trailing arbutus, is excellent 
for the complaint which gives it its 
naine, and bladder root has a desir- 
able effect on tho hidneys ond neigh- 
boring organs. Sage tea, containing 
a little summer savory. is ctficacious 
for worms in children, for which bel- 
monia, also steeped, is also used. 
Sunflower seeds, steeped, strained and 
sweetened with molasses, will cure 
the whooping cough. Horseradish 
leaves, wilted and bound on the face 
and back of the neck, will drive 
away neuralgia, and a nutmeg, bored 
and tied around the neck, will keep 
it away. The nutmeg must be re 
newed about once every six weeks. 

“Onions sliced, pounded and placed 
ina cloth and laid over the affected 
part will draw out inflammation, A 
red onion halved and with one part 
slightly scooped out and the cup 


speedily remove the pus and has sav- 
ed life. 

‘There are many more of these 
simplo remedies in the north woods 
pharmacopocia which tho wise ones 
have at their fingers’ ends, and it 
they are not more widely usd and 
money kept in the overalls of tho 
thrifty natives it is because o len- 
fent and more fortunate fate presides 


over the incomes of the medicos.”*

Samuel Smiles in Mis 90th Yean 

Dr. Samuel Smiles is now in his 
ninety-second year, says The London 
Chroniclo, Like so many authors of 
different varictics of talent, from 
Cowley to Conan Doyle, Dr. Smiles 
practiced medicino before be practio- 
ed his pen; and-he was nearly forty- 
five, and complaining of being an old 
man, whea his first book made s 
stir. But more thas forty-five years 
have followed, during which he has 
enjoyed to the full the success of his 
life of Stephenson and of the work 
which followed it, ‘’Self Help,’® of 
which a quarter of @ million copica 
must now have becn sold in England 
alone. ‘Though Dr. Smiles’ namo ap- 
pears on the title-page of a longist 
Hat of works, one. book of his will 
be posthumously published. This is 
@ volume of his memoirs, which cow 
er a long tract of time—all the reign 
of Queen Victoria, Dr. Smiles knew 
Tdvingstone, whom he found an ex- 
cellent story-teller; knew Gladstone 
and Pright; and Wad a correspon- 
dence with Cobden, which might be 
read with alinost patriotic interest 
at the prescat moment. Queen Mar- 
gherita of Italy won the homage of 
Dr. Smilee who he visited Italy 
about twenty years ago, and found 
himself a star of tho frat magnitude.

HORSEHAIR FOR BOWS. 


erect 
Only Black er White From Russia or 
Germany Is Used. 

There is a vast amount of borsebair 
annually used in the United States for 
making and repairing violin, violon 
celle and bass viol bows. All of the 
hair comes from Germany and Rus- 
sia, in which countries the talls of 
horses are generally allowed to grow 
much longer than here. The foreign 
hair is also coarser in texture and 
tougher than that which grows on the 
American horse, and these qualities 
make the f{mperted article more valua- 
ble than the demestic product. 

There are only two kinds ef borse- 
hair suitable for making bows, and 
they are ef white and biack varieties. 
The former is used for violin bows, 
and the latter, which Is beavier and 
stronger, is the hest material for mak- 
ing bows for cello and bass viols, be- 
cause it bites the largercstrings better. 
The imported hair {s put up in hanks 
of thirty-six inches long, which Is.f 
er siz inches longer than the # ra 
violln bow. A bank Is sufficient for 
one violin bow, while two banks are re- 
quired to bair a cello or bass viol bow. 
There are about one and a half ounces 
of hair in a hask, which is worth from 
20. to 20 cents, according to the quality 
of the hair,

Fistie Combats Were Highly Esteem- 
ed Im Ancient Times, 

Pugilism, the practice of bexing er 
fighting with the fists, wasa manly art 
and exercise highly esteemed among 
the ancients, In those days the bands 
of the pugilist were armed with the 
cestus, leather thongs loaded with 
lead or fren.

She was 
supported by the land batteries. 
Sho destroyed two steamers near tho 
entrance of the harbor. They were 
coming directly towards her. One of 
them went on the rocks near the 
lighthouse on Tiger Peninsula and 
the other sank undér Golden Hill. 

“The  Retvizan observed the 
stcamera in a sinking condition and! 
eight torpedo boats departing slow- 
ly to join the waiting Japancse 
warships, A portion of tho crews of 
tho Japancse vessels was drowned. 
The grounded steamer is still burn- 
ing. The enemy is observed in’ tho 
olling of Port Arthur in two lines, 

“Tho Japancse saved themselves in 
boats, and it is possible that somo 
of them were picked up by some of 
the enemy's torpedo boats. 

“IT am proceeding to examine tho 
coast. The entrance to the harbor. 
is open, I attribute tbe complete de- 
rangement of the enymy's plan ito 
brilliant action and dtstructive fire 
of the Retvizan. 

“Floating mines are still visible in 
the roadstead. I have recalled the 
three cruisers sent in pursuit of the 
enemy, in order in the first place to 
clear tho roadstead of floating 
tnines, 

“We had no tosses.”*

4 Ateoamers ‘Vith Kuplesives. 

London, Feb, 25.—A despatch to 
Reuter’s Telegram Company from 
St. Petersburg, sent ut 11 o'clock 
last night, says that on Feb. 24 the 
Japancse attempted to send four 
sttamers filled with explosives among 
the Russian flect in Port Arthur 
harber.

Sixth, if the people antagonize the 
troops.or show them hatred they 
will be exterminated without mercy. 
The Government is taking all steps,

China, and another on Confucian- 
ism.

Charles Preley saw Kennedy drink- 
ing in another saloon betwoen 3 
and 4. Wesley Clement verified Peo 
loy's statement. 

D. Gladiator testified that he had 
seen and talked with the  prisonur 
at 5 p.m.-that day. Ho exhibited no 
signs of excitment. There was no 
blood on his clothing, M. J. Lawler 
ot 4.30 saw the prisoncr in a sa- 
loon. This must have been less than 
two hours after the child was killed, 
but the witness observed nothing un- 
usual in his condition. 

J. C. Drummond, caretaker of the 
Y¥.M.C.A., suid that between 12 and 
83 that day Kennedy had been in the 
rooms and had secured from hin a 
pen and ink. He was there from 
1.40 to 2. He was sure of this, 
This would unquestionably establish 
an alibi. Drummond made an exccle 
lent witnoss. He is a mechanic. For 
a week he was confined in jail for 
fighting. There he met tho man 
whose life his testimony is calcul- 
ated to save. 

Joseph Simpson swore he had soen 
the man in the Woobine Hotel at 
1.30 tho day of the murder! 

Waved Danad on Dyke. 


Frank Fowler testified that ho 
went along the dyke at 1.15 on tho 
afternoon of the crime.

A SCHEME FOR THEIR BETTER 


EDUCATION AND QUALIFICA- 
TION—INCREASE OF PAY FOR 
PRIVATES. 


Lord Dunderald has worked out 
his scheme for the better education 
und qualification of militia officers. 
Recognizing that yood volunteer of- 
fleors are generally peer men who 
cannot spare from thelr civil oceu- 
pations leng continuous periods for 
military work, he has devised a plan 
by which the busiest man can make 
ux: of his bolidays to acquire an 
adequate knowledge of his military 
duuics. All militua organizations for 
promotion will ‘be divided into five 
class, Each cliss will be carried 
on throughout the year, divided in- 
to four courses of twelvg, (except 
for speciyt arms). Each course will 
begin and end on a definite date, 
published long before hand, so that 
candidates for promotion will know 
exactly when the course takes 
place In the class whieh concerns 
them, The first elasy will bs Yor 
the appointment of lieutenant, the 


“| second class for promztlon to cap- 


taln, the third class for promotion 
ty major, the fourth class for pro- 
motion to leutenant-calonel com- 
manding, and the fifth class for 
promouon to staff and higher com- 
mand. When an officer wishes to 
qualify for-the command of his 1e- 
eiment bri will go, not to one of 
the smaller schools of” Instruction, 
but to the central camp of Instruc- 
tion. Here he will dc put through 
a thoroughly tactical training and 
given constant practice In the ac- 
tuaf handling of bodics of troops 
under service conditions. When af- 
ler holding the command of his re- 
giment he’ wishes to qualify for the 
staff, be will go once more to tha 
central camp and pass through a 
higher tactical training in’ whieh 
he will handle mixed bodies ‘of 
troops and work out tactical sche- 
mes over all sorts of ground. 

Lerd Duibdonald's sare Is not mere-, 
ly for the cflicers. He is desirous 
of increasing the pay of privates who 
ure called out for twelve da;‘s 
training cach year. He thinks that 
they sbould get at least 750 a day, 
and that the pay should Increase 
fo proportion to the length of ef- 
ficlont service

The Ja- 
panose are now marching on Kirin, 
150 miles south of Harbin, and tho 
terminus of a branch railway from 
the Manchurian main linc. Should 
the movement be carriod out éflectu- 
ally it will result in the cutting of 
the Russian line of communication 
through Manchuria, but it is con- 
sidered here that the real objective 
is Mukden, and that the movement 
will develop intG a flank attack on 
that city in co-operation with tho 
advance of tho main army now ap- 
proaching the Yalu River. In view 
of tho risk attending the advance of 
@ flanking force at such a distanco 
from the main ficld of operations it 
is believed that the Japanese intelli- 
gence department discredits the 
Strength of the Russian forces in 
Northern Manchuria, and is possus- 
sed of secret information which jus- 
tifes the bold .movement now being 
made and the result of which may 
have an important influonce on tho 
land campaign. 

*Possict Bay is in’ Russian Man- 
churia, about 70 miles southwost of 
Viadivostock. Hunchun is on the 
left bank of the Tumen River and 
about 40 miles to: the west of Pos- 
sict Bay. Kirin is a big Manchurian 
town, and lies about 220 miles in- 
land and to the west of Possiov 
Bay. Kwangchengtsi ia,about cighty 
miles west of Kirin. Khabarovsk is 
about 400 miles to the nopth of Via- 
divostock, with which pdrt—it_ is 
connected by a railroad.

Joseph Kennedy Goes Free of the 
Killing of Irene Cole. 








Brantferd Jury Acqulis Him Afier Boing 
Out Nearly Four Mours—Frisoner Ke-

Brantford, Feb. 27.—Joseph Ken- 
nedy, charged with the murder of 
Irene Cole, and who has been on 
trial for his life since Tuesday last, 
was last night found not guilty by 
the jury at 10.15 o'clock. 

Mr. Justice Strect hed Gnished his 
charge to the Jury at 6.15, “ihe jury 
retired shortly uiterwards, » little 
after 10 o'clock heunedy entered tho 
court room, walking directly to the 
Prisoner's box. ‘The fperve-racking 
trial of the week had begun to tell 
on him. llis face Was Pate and care 
worn, yet he stepped) briskly and 
with the usual erect military bear- 
ing. His lips were tightly drawn 
and he appeared reagy for any 
emergency. 

Mr. Justice Street entered shortly 
afterwards, the jury being already in 


the box. Tho silence was intense. 

“Gentlemen of the jury, have you 
arrived at o verdict?'’’ asked the 
clerk. 

“Not guilty,’’ returned the fore- 
tan. 

All eyes immediately turned — to- 


ward the prisoner. A faint trace of 
contentment spread Over his face, 
but he otherwise remained cool ahd 
collected. 

His Lordship then addressed ao few 
words to Kennedy, telling him that 
he was now a free man, He warned 
him against the evil of drink, sny- 
ing that the present trouble ought 
to be a lesson to him in future. 

Mr. Heyd opened hia address at 
10 o'clock yesterday morning, He 
spoke for three hours and forty min- 
utes and made a poweriul appeal for 
the prisoner Kennedy. 

Jas. E. Day, the Crown Counsel, 
spoke for one hour and twenty min- 
utes. He pointed out the duty of 
jurors in simple language. 

At 5.15 yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Justice Street commenced his charge, 
and spoke for a full hour. In clos- 
ing. His Lordship said that if, af- 
ter consideratios, the jury had any 
reasonable doubt that the prisoner 
did not commit the crituc,, he should 
receive the benefit of it. | His Lord- 
slip made little or no comment on 
the evidence and neither charged for 
or againgt the prisoner, > 

It is not likely Kennedy will take 
advantage of his liberty for a few 
days, as there is still much strong 
sentiment against hitn.

Seggestions Mew te Xatertain and Teach 
the Little Ones, 

‘Happy is the child whose nurse is 
its mother!*’ lt is not realized by 
many how capable a child is-of en- 
conul, ‘even as. you and J," the 
§rown-ups, and also how incapable 
the average nursc is of giving intel- 
ligent amusement to her charge, and 
how Nauuted her opportumty in the 
confines of the nursery, even were she 
Hence the adage, ‘‘Happy 
is the child whose nurse is {ts moth- 





er. 

How full of interest and adventure 
lifo may be to the little one who 
follows the mother in her round of 
duties! Ho will dust and sweep, try 
to make beds, ‘and sct the table, sew 
when she docs and fetch and carry to 
Some purpose, perhaps, says a writer 
in Toronto Star. What delight could 
to help at the week- 
ly baking, to be allowed a little wad 
of dough, which he may knead and 
maké into pies and cakes just as 
mother does? It will be grey before 
he is done with it; it will probably 
have been picked up from the floor 
more than once, and for the first few 
times will not be fit to eat, but what 
of that? Does tho mother realize that 
besides amusing her little ons in this 
way she is developing his faculties, 
teaching him all sorts of necessary 
lessons; that the play is, though 
without any label, the best and most 
desirable kind of kindergarten? She 
will soon find, if she take the trouble 
to impress on the little scholar that 
there is a right way of doing all 
theso things, yet without making a 
task of the play, that he is really of 
much assistance. It “is wonderful 
what a little child of 4 or 6 can a 
complish after qa year, or two's com 
Panionship with ¢he mother. 

A little game which a mother may 
play, while sowing perhaps, is one of 
buying and selling, and it will be of 
the intensest intcrest, because played 
with real money, Let the child buy 
from the mother a spool, a package 
of needles, and yard or a package of 
tape—anything the work-basket may 
contain or the mind suggest. For 
these he must pay in actual cash ten 
and S-cent pieces and coppers and 
count his change carefully. Or he 
may be the vendor, with a little 
basket of articles for sale and must 
make the change. It is a lesson in 
arithmetic, in addition and subtrac- 
tien, multiplication and division, 
that will be a most exciting adven- 
ture of the greatest possible use.

Five ships were prepared by Vice-

blockade. Four are reported to havo 
been sunk, but the fate of the fifth 
is unknown here. It is presumed 
thot it withdrew with the other Ja- 
panese vessels. The five vessels were 
filed with stones, so as to make the 
obstruction pertnancnt, and were 
manned by volunteer =o merchant 
crows, 


Accompanied by four battleships, 


ning cruisers and numerous vessels 
of the torpedo flotilla, the stone 
laden steamers reached Port Ar- 


thur on Wednesday. While the fleet 
engaged tho shore batteries, the 
steamers made a dash for the mouth 
of the harbor, directly under the 
Nussian guns. Details of the attack 
have not been received, but it is evi- 
dent that the Russjan’s Org sank the 
stcamors before they reached the 
points planned for their foundering 
by tho Japanose. 

It is snid that aj) the crews of the 
four vessels escaped in boats and 
were jlicked up by the Japanese tor- 
pedo boat destroyers. The report 
that two of - the torpedo boat de- 
stroyers wero sunk by the Russians 
is denied. The naval department has 
received a brief despatch from tho 
commander of one of the torpedo 
boat destroyers, saying that no 
lives and no warships were lost, and 
that no damage was inflicted by the 
Russians,

BRODERICK SYSTEM IS. GONE 





Becend Report ef Army Reform Commis- 
sion Makes Impertast KRecommenda- 
tlene—Five Generals Commanding-in- 
Chlef, Commanding Treeps ia Five 
Distriets, te Be Appelated—They Will 
Be Freed From Routine ti erk. 


London, Feb. 29.—(C.A.P..)—The 
second report of the Lord Esher 
commission hus been issued and giv- 
es details of the proposed war ollice 
reforms, The most important recon- 
mendation of tre committee is the 
creation of a general staf, which, in 
the words of the comuuittec, “‘con- 
sists of a department devoting —un- 
divided attention to military prob- 
lems in the widest sense and a body 
of officers occupied in’ time -¢? Peace 
in training all ranks of the army, 
and prepared to direct operations in 
the field.” 

Other important recommendations 
are the organization of the army by 
brigades instead of army. corps, the 
creation o! five ‘‘generals command- 
ing-in-chief,"’ ‘commanding ‘troops in 
five districts, freed from ~ routine 
work which henceforth will be en- 
entrusted to ‘e'ght administrative 
districts under major-gererals and 
the abolition of the linked battalion 
system. 

With a view to insuring the infus- 
sion of new blood the committee 
urges four years as the maximum 
period during which an officer shall 
serve as a military member of the 
army council. He should then ree 
sume active service or at least ono 
year before’ again serving in the 
council. The satne rule, the eommit- 
tev urges, should be enforced through- 
out the military staff of the war of- 
tice.

The best hated cactus in America ts 
the cholla. The Mexicans say that if 
you go near a cholla joint it will jump 
at you. Certainly if you touch one it 
Wil stick, and when you try to free 
yourself it will pierce your other hand 
as well. Each pendent joint seems to 
reach out for the passerby, and the 
ground beneath the broad cholla trees 
is strewn with fallen fragnients, many 
of which take root and grow. 

After one has felt the sharp spines 
through heavy boots and seen their 
needle points it is a source of continual 
wonder to see the wild cattle of Ari- 
zona quietly browsing on chollas, The 
phrase “cactus fed” as applied to Ari- 
zona is not a figure of speech. During 
the years of drought thousands of cat- 
tle carry themselves over until the next 
grass by eating chollas. With their 
leathery tongues and lips they strip the 
spiny joints from the trunk and leave 
the wide spredding cactus a bare and 
woody akeleton. It is only the range 
cattle, whose mouths have been hard- 
ened on the thorny mesquite and fron- 
Wood browse, that will undertake to 
eat cactus, and cattlemen therefore 
often burn the thorns from cholias and 
nopals in order to tempt thelr more 
fastidious animals to eat, 


| MYSTERIES OF SAP. 


How the Circulation From Roots te 
Leaves Is Maintained, 

To illustrate the modern view of sap 
circulation, which {s not thoroughly un- 
derstood, it is necessary to explain 
that the chief food of the plants, con- 
sisting of inorganfc salts dissolved in 
water, is absorbed from the soil by the 
roots. The root consists of a hollow 
tube or cylinder lined with severa) 
cells, the outer layer of which contains 
‘certain bairlike processes, ? 

The water in the soll, containing the 
salts in solution, is absorbed by these 
root hairs and passes by filtration into 
the cells and capillary vessels. The 
activity of these root hairs and the 
concentration of fiuld in the adjacent 
cells create what is called “root pres 
sure,” and this forces the sap into the 
general vascular system of the plant 
and up to its furthest extremities, or 
leaves, 5

This “root pressure” 1s further sup-. 


plemented by “transpiration,” or loss of 
vapor from the leaves under the influ- 
ence of heat and light. Plants may be 
said to breathe or respire by their 
leaves, and this abstraction of waur 
by pera f creates a fresh de- 
mand for the vithl duld supplied by the 
roots, In this way the circulation, or 
“rising of the sap”. from root to leaves, 
is maintained.

WITH JESUS THRO’ SAMARIA 





Candid and Friendly Dealiogs With Each 
Other im All the Relations ef Life 
Inculcated—Value of Travel in Broad- 
eulog the Maa's Herizen Meyond the 
"Rarely Persenal Aspects of Things.

Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 23.—In this 
sermon the ‘preacher makes a-strong 
appeal against the evils of race and 
social projudico and in favor of can- 
did and friendly doalings with each 
other in all’ the relations of lifo. 
Tho text is John iv, 4, ‘‘And he 
must needs go through Samaria.’* 

No man’s education is complete 

unless he has traveled. Thero is a 
higher diploma than that of Yale, 
Harvard, Princeton, 
bridge, Heidelberg or the University 
of Paris. The rough diamond must 
be cut and polished before it can 
sparkle and glitter and fash. Tho 
scholar’s ragged meta! edges should 
be smoothed off by personal contact 
\with those peoples whose histories 
be has been studying as a recluse 
and as a delver in musty tomes, 
. To fully realize this scene in which 
our Lord's interview with the wo- 
aan took place onc ‘‘must needs go 
through Samaria.’’ I remembér well 
that -hill once ‘crowned with the 
capital of Samaria at the foot of 
which still grow the descendants of 
those far famed olive groves, and 
whose pathways are still resonant 
with the personal historics of an 
Omri, an Ahab, a Ahaziuh, a Jehu, 
a Jehoahaz, a Joash, o Herod Anti- 
pas, a Herodias, a John the Baptist 
and the evangelist Philip. I cannot 
Portray that scene so grand and 
majestic in its lonely beauty, but 
I would have you realize “some of 
the circumstances which gave special 
significance to that momentous jour- 
ney of our Lord and present sone 
of the reasons why “He must needs 
g0 through Samaria,’ 

One reason, I think, was that 
Jesus wished to feprove racial anti- 
pathy. The Samaritan colonists 
were interlopers. They were ‘not in- 
digenous to the soil, After tho 
Shalmanescrian conquest the Assy- 
rian king carried away ten out of 
the twelve Hebrew tribes into cap- 
tivity. Then the castern conqueror, 
having depopulated the best part” df 
the land “fowing with milk a 
honey,” he repeopled it with> fis 
own followers. In othe ‘ords, tho 
Assyrian king ggxe?o his own fol- 
lowers a right/to settle upon and 
cultivate ang” own that land, just 





of land now called Pennsylvania and 
Charles I. gavo a charter to Lord 
Baltimore to take possession of the 
Present state of Maryland, to be 
settled by him and his’ Catholic 
friends. After the Jews had return- 
ed from the Buabylonish captivity 
and had rebuilt the Jerusalem walls 
and temple they wanted to drive 
out these foreign colonists from the 
garden spot of Palestine. But they 
could not. Year after year, decade 
after decade and century after cen- 
tury the Samuaritans held on to the 
region lying directly between Judaca 
vor northern Galilee, and the Jerusa- 
lem capital. There they dwelt, 
ready to slay any Jew or collection 
of Jews who ‘attempted to molest 
them. There they continued to 
dwell, Each year the hatred be- 
tween the two races grew more bit- 
ter and mortal. 

Though the Samaritan and the 
Jow for centurics had lived side by 
side, yet they hated cach other only 
as oa Carthagenian could hate a 
Noman, a Moor could hate oa Casti- 
lian, a Turk could hate an Armen- 
ian, a Mexican Aztec could hate a 
Spaniard. These two peoples hated 
wach othor unto death, yet when 
Jesus, with the object of sctting at 
rest the invidious comments of the 
Pharisees on his rivalry of John the 
Baptist, left Judaca for his home in 
Galilee he decided to pass through 
Samaria. He did so, though he was 
fully aware of the fact that overy 
man, woman and child in Somaria 
hated the Jew as every JoW hated 
the Samaritans. 

By that jJourncy Jesus said to all 
mankind: ‘‘The man with the fat- 
tencd nose and the thick lip of the 
negro and with the aquiline nose. of 
the Hebrew and with the low fore- 
head of the Australian aborigines 
and with the calveless limb of tho 
Bengali ond with tho stunted stet- 
ure of the Eskimo and with tho her 
culcan form of tho Saxon and the 
gigantic Slav are all brothers. ‘Tho 
Jew has no right to hate the Sa- 
maritan; neither has the Samaritan 
a right to hate the Jow."’ 

But through the Samaritan should 
love the Jew and the Jew love the 
Samaritan, just study how the old 
racial prejudices. against the Hebrew 
race, a8 a Venomous serpent with ite 
slimy coils, has come wriggling 
down through the ages. Why is that 
finely dressed and courtcous gentle- 
man refused admittance into some of 
tho leading hotels of Saratoga and 
New York? He is a Jow?) Why was 
Alfred Dreyfus sent to Devil's 1s- 
land to be ‘nore inhumanly treated 
than any Government would allow 
any man to treat a dumb brute? He 
was.o Jew! Why the clannishness of 
the ghetto? Because the gentile by, 
snecrs and scofls refuses to associate 
with’ the Jew, therefore the Jew 
finds most of his associations with 
the Jew. Why the public ridicule 
Against a class of men who are the 
greatest financiers and masters of 

barter and gain of the world?” Be 
cause for centuries the Jew had no 
way of making a living . except 
through barter and gain and as a 
money Jender. He could not hold 
land, for the princes and the people 
would rob him of his latid. Hye 
j coud not go into statccraft or inte 
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‘the army, becauso thero he was not 
allowed |to go. Though social ro- 
cognition in certain regions is now 
accorded to . the Hebrew race, as 
the British House of Lords haa been 
opened to them, yet even to-day a 
strong barricr to social preferment 
is tho fact of a man belonging to 
that race, a representative of which 
Shakespeare immortalized) in Shy- 
lock, the crucl and remoracless credi- 
tor, : : 

I contend that racial prejudice is 
opposed to the spirit of Christ and 
Christianity, and I> base my belief, 
first, on this journeysthat our Lord 
took through Samaria; sccondly, on 
account of the lesson _ which Christ 
taught! in.tho parable of the ‘‘good 
Samaritan,’ which be spake unto 
the shrewd lawycr who was trying 
to entrap him by''a sérics of catch’ 
questions, Thirdly, I plead for this 
obliteration: of social. projudice © be- 
cause the: Jew is not only as honest 









equal, if{-not' hia superior, ;, . 

Equal is the Jew to the gentile in 
the sweetness and purity of his do- 
meatic life. Not only aro they faith- 
ful as a race an husbands and wives, 
but they are also irreproachable in 
their relutions as parents and. child- 
ren, You never hear a Hebrew girl 
insulting her mother. You never sco 
a Hebrew son sitting in the presence 
of an old fother’.when that. father 
has to stand, Filial duty is always 
practiced in the Hebrew home. Tho 
Hebrew fireside is as pure and noble 
as any gentile fireside. > 

A second reason, I think, why 
Christ must needs go through Sam- 
aria was that he wished to reprove 
a social prejudice. He held converse 
on that journey with, a notorious 
female outcast. She was not a ‘‘re- 
spectable’’ sinner.” By that 1 mean 
shc was not one of those able to 
travel torbidden paths and yetycover 
up hor sinful tracks so that the 
world’s prying eyes did not sco 
them. Sho way not 4 hypocrite, liv- 
ing two scparate -lived—ond ~ lilo 
which made her outward reputation 
good and another life which showed 
her inner character to be bad. She 
did not sin in sceret. She sinned 
openly. She was one who not only 
openly sinned, but boastfully and 
defiantly seemed to glory in her sin. 
To show her that he knew how 
stained was her life Christ said unto 
her: ‘Thou hast well said, I have 
no husband. For thou hast had five 
husbands, and he whom thou now 
hast is not thy husband.”” She was 
®& woman’ at that time living in open 
adultery. Yet it was to such a so- 
cial outcast as this that Christ of- 
fered the, ‘‘water of life.’ It was to 
such a humon— bebypeas This thiit: 
Jesus revenlog iimself and permitted 
her to.teedme a.gospel messenger to 
‘summon her people to hear his dis- 
course, 

O ye evangelists and gospel 
preachers, why do we spend most of 
our time trying to offer the “‘bread 
of life’ only to the “respectable” 
sinners of society, who will not re- 
ceive it? Why do we not do as 
Christ did—go into the enemy's 
country and talk with tho outcasts 
by the Samaritan well, who are 
willing—oh, so willing, to receive the’ 
gospel if we only go to them in 
Christ’s name? Like thy Samaritan 
woman, have not the greatest sin- 
ners believed in Christ) and some- 
times become the grvatest of hia-dis- 
ciples and martyrs? Have not tho 
Peters who denied him thrice and the 


Paula who were once the greatest 
persecutora of his followers been 
willing to seal their testimony for 


Christ with their lifeblood? Who was 
Richard Baxter, who wrote ‘Saint's 
Test?" Onco # notorious sinner, .Who 
wos John Bunyan, the dreamer of 
fmmortal dreams? Once a notorious 
sinner. Who was Father Taylor, the 
great sailor preacher of Moston? 
Once a notorious sinner. Who were 
Marry Munroe and Jerry McAuley 
and Peter Cartwright and John Som- 
erville and’John LB. Gough? All once 
notorious sinners. Ah, it is sorth 
while for us to take a long journcy 
if we can only send forth a “woman 
of Sumaria’’ aa a messenger of Jcs- 
us Christ. It is worth while to go 
Jong distances—aye, a very long dis- 
tance—if, like the gdod Ananias, wo 
can only say tothe chief of sinners, 
“Brother Saul, the Lord, even Jesus 
that appeared unto thee in the way 
ax thou camest, hath sent me that 
thou mightest receive thy sight and 
be filled with the Holy Ghost.’ It is 
far casicr for Jesus Christ to save 
a seventy deviled sinner who knows 
that he is all wrong than to save o 
so-called “respectable” sinner who 
thinks that he is all right. — 

Christ was the Saviour of the so- 
cial outcast at the Samuritan well. 
Yet tho strange fact remains that 
tnost Christian evangelists sccm to 
act upon tho supposition that It is 
casicr to save thy so-called ‘*littlo’’ 
sinner than the big.

Auother reason why Christ ‘‘must 
needs go through Sumaria’’ was that 
hy wanted to reprove ecclesiasti- 
cal and religious prejudice, The dis- 
ciples of John the Baptist and of 
Jesus-were antagonistic and jealous 
of cach other, just as the Episco- 
palians and the Puritans were bitter 
during the third) year of the Ply- 
mouth settlement. The disciples of 
declared 
that John had baptized more fullow- 
ers than Jesus Christ, while the fol- 
lowora of Jesus angrily replied that 
Christ had baptized more ‘disciples 
than John. It was in order to stop 
this bitterness that Jesus left Ju- 
daea and started north toward Lake 
Galilee and went by the way of Sa- 
tnaria. Christ was ready to do al- 
most anything to stop the internal 
dissensions among those who would 
ultimately accept him as their Sav- 
Jour and‘their Christ. Cannot we all 

realize that no church can rightly

Lastly I think Christ took this 
Samaritan journey to prove that the 
shortest way in Ilfo's work is gener-.

The Retvizan is serviceable as an 
avXiliary fort, but the foreign en- 
gineer, who has been at work on 
her, has abandoned the hope of 
raising her, as the patching on the 
forty-foot cleft made by a Japanceo 
torpedo has given way, and because 
the.
